Received: After a nationwide vote of 
his peers, jockey Stewart Elliott with the 
2017 George Woolf Memorial Jockey 
Award. Elliott, a mainstay in the Mid- 
Atlantic region for a significant portion 
of his 35-year career and the rider of 
champion and 
dual classic 
winner Smarty 
Jones, was to 
receive the 
award March 
26 at Santa 
Anita Park. 

The 51-year- 
old Elliott won 4,725 races and his 
mounts earned more than $96.3 million in 
purses through March 7. 

Won: With each of his first three 
mounts at Laurel Park, apprentice jockey 
Carlos Carrasco. The younger brother to 
2013 Eclipse Award-winning apprentice 
Victor Carrasco won twice March 4 and 
once March 10. The younger Carrasco 
came to the U.S. from his native Puerto 
Rico last year. 

Returned: To training, 11-year-old 
multiple Maryland-bred champion Ben’s 
Cat who was in owner/trainer/breeder 
King Leatherbury’s barn at Laurel in 
March. The veteran has won 32 of 60 
career starts and would be racing for an 
eighth season. The $2.6 million earner has 
won the last four (and five of the last six) 
editions of the Jim McKay Turf Sprint on 
Black-Eyed Susan Day at Pimlico. 

Released: Monmouth Park’s 2017 
stakes schedule, headlined by the 
$1 million. Grade 1 Haskell Invitational, 
set for July 30. The 50th Haskell will 
once again be sponsored by Betfair, the 
world’s largest Internet betting exchange, 
and will anchor four other graded stakes 
races on the card: the Monmouth-G2, 
Matchmaker-G3, Monmouth Cup-G3 and 
Molly Pitcher-G3. The 66th running of 
the Grade 1 United Nations is on the July 
1 card. The $3,725,000 stakes schedule of 
32 Thoroughbred stakes plus the track’s 
first Arabian stakes, the Grade 1 HH 
Shk Zayad Bin Sultan A1 Nayhan Cup 
Handicap (to be run Sept. 4), kicks off 
May 13. 


Scheduled: To participate in 
Equestricon, an international racing 
convention, fan festival and trade show 
at Saratoga Springs, N.Y, this summer, 
some 20 organizations accredited by 
Thoroughbred Aftercare Alliance. TAA is 
the official charity partner of the inaugural 
Equestricon, a two-day event founded 
by MAT contributor Dan Tordjman and 
Pennsylvania Thoroughbred owners/ 
breeders Justin Nicholson and Kathryn 
Sharp. Equestricon happens Aug. 14-15 
at the Saratoga Springs City Center on 
Broadway. Tentatively scheduled to appear 
in the Equestricon Aftercare Hub in 
the main convention haU are 20 TAA- 
accredited aftercare groups including 
several from the region. For more, see 
equestricon.com. 

Announced: By the New York Racing 
Association and Charles Town Races, 
an agreement to televise the Charles 
Town Classic-G2 on Fox Sports 2 April 
22. NYRA entered into an expanded 
partnership with Fox Sports and as part 
of that will include the $1.25 million 
Charles Town Classic as part of a show 
that will air 4-6 p.m. Talent is expected 
to be on hand at Charles Town for the 
FS2 broadcast in addition to the show’s 
coverage and analysis emanating from 
Aqueduct. In 2016, NYRA similarly 
produced a telecast of the International 
Festival of Racing from Arlington Park, 
which included coverage of the Arlington 
Million, Beverly D. and Secretariat. Post 
time for the first race on Charles Town 
Classic day will be 12:45 p.m. with the 
featured Classic set to go off as the 11th 
of 13 races at approximately 5:35. 

Accepted: A new position with the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations in 
Fair HiU, Md., Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association registrar and social media 
manager Anne Frederick. The Kentucky 
transplant worked for the MHBA for 
six years, and was a regular contributor 
to Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred (including 
this month’s Post Time photo). She 
was the power behind posts on Twitter, 
Facebook and Instagram by the magazine 
and the MHBA and the magazine’s 
Connections page. Replacing the TRA’s 
Jane Murray, who took a job with the 
Florida Thoroughbred Breeders and 


Owners Association, Frederick will be the 
director of services with the TRA. She’U 
be missed. 

Announced: Speakers for the second 
Pan American Conference, to be held in 
Washington, DC., from May 17 to May

and international racehorse ownership 
in addition to other topics pertinent 
to global racing.

Wisdom from the past about broodmares 


“With Rambunctious so popular, things 
are getting worse instead of better. I try to 
pick the best mares for him. And that’s a 
hard thing to do. Like the other day Gibby 
Meredith (Dr. G.G. Meredith) called me 
up and wanted to reserve two bookings to 
the horse. I asked him for the names of 
the mares he planned to send. He said: 
‘What difference does that make?’ I replied 
that I only wanted to breed good mares 
to Rambunctious next year. Gibby said: 
‘How can you teU if a mare is good or not?’ 
He had me there.” 


W inter brought news of the passing of two longtime 
Maryland horsemen: breeder Harold Herman, owner 
of top Maryland stallion Rambunctious, and veterinar¬ 


ian G.G. Meredith. While reading through previous stories, the 
following nugget turned up from an interview with Herman, 
who didn’t start breeding horses until later in his life. Herman’s 
discussion with Snowden Carter, which appeared in 
the July 1969 Maryland Horse^ highlighted the chal¬ 
lenges of success, and enigmatic nature of breeding 
horses, which is just as challenging today. (The obitu¬ 
ary on Dr. Meredith appears on page 87.)

L ike a lot of horse racing data, jockey and trainer statistics tend to be pretty stripped 
down. Wins and total earnings pretty much occupy the field, and if you see a list 
of jocks (or trainers), it’s likely to be ordered by one or the other. 

Of course, the question of who the best jockey is is a complex one. Even with, for 
example, Trakus data to tell us how much ground a jockey may have lost on a given 
mount, what we don’t know is whether he lost the ground via pilot error, circum¬ 
stances out of his control-or a purposeful decision that a certain part of the course 
was better than the inside. 

But even using the data we have, we ought to be able to develop a better picture of 
who’s having a good year than simply by wins or even total earnings. Why? Because 
those stats don’t entirely take into account how many mounts a jock has, or what qual¬ 
ity of races they’re riding in. 

So we developed an equation using wins, win percentage, and earnings per start as 
the key metrics. The number is designed only to compare jocks at one track to other 
jocks at the same track, and a perfect score would be 300. 

We applied the metric to the jocks at Laurel Park with at least 25 starts to date this 
year. Perhaps the biggest surprise was that Julian Pimentel—sixth by earnings in the 
colony and 11th by starts—zooms to the top of the list. In this metric, he gets high 
marks for leading the colony in win percentage (27 percent) and earnings per start. That 
suggests that the 36-year-old has picked his spots effectively and done weU in big- 
money races. He’s also been a little bit lucky: his win aboard Imperial Hint in the Grade 
3 General George, for example, came only after Trevor McCarthy turned down that 
mount for another horse in the same race. 

Pimentel, McCarthy, and another veteran, Horacio Karamanos are aU part of a 
three-man cluster atop the standings. All three have win percentages of at least 20 
percent and per-start earnings of at least $6,450, weU above the average of aU riders in 
the sample ($4,311). 

Two more clusters follow, with five jockeys scoring between 169 and 190, and then 
a group of three with between 124 and 144 points. Among the riders ranking higher 
here than in standard metrics are Alex Cintron, sixth on this list despite being eighth in 
total earnings, and Kevin Gomez, 10th here despite being 12th in both total earnings 
and starts. 

Of course, we can perform a similar calculation on trainers. Though the data is a 
little more unreliable-it takes trainers a while to amass enough starts to compose a 
meaningful sample.

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PENSIONER ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 



I t was like ordering a drink and having 
the bartender ask to see your ID. 
General Poppy cruised around his 
field with such energy and animation that 
owner Lee McGettigan had to produce 
the hard proof that he is as old as she 
claimed—so she lifted his lip and showed 
his teeth. 

“He can act like a spry, young sucker,” 
she grinned, “but yes, he’s 34 now.” 

Retired on McGettigan’s farm in 
Marshall, Va., just outside Middleburg, 
General Poppy is stiU regarded among 
the area’s tightly woven foxhunting 
community as one of the best mounts 
many long-term members had ever seen. 
He’s also widely known for another very 
distinctive reason. General Poppy is one 
of the oldest living offspring of the 
legendary Secretariat. 

Foaled in Kentucky on April 22, 1983, 
General Poppy was bred by Stonewall 
Farm and produced from the Poppy 


Jay mare Perfect Poppy. An earner of 
$156,019, Perfect Poppy won the 1982 
Affectionately Handicap-G3 for owner 
Barry Schwartz. 

Her bay son by the 1973 Triple Crown 
winner never ran to his pedigree. Winless 
in seven starts-he finished second twice 
and third once-he earned $4,425 and 
made his last start as a 3-year-old at 
Suffolk Downs in January 1986. What 
he did immediately afterward remains 
a mystery. But somehow, years later. 
General Poppy ended up in Virginia. 

“All I know is that he was given to the 
hunt but did not work out for them, so 
then he was given to me in 1992,” said 
Gail Wofford, former master of the 
Piedmont Fox Hounds in UpperviUe, 

Va. “He was at Morven Park first, I 
think he had been donated to them. And 
then they gave him to Erskine Bedford, 
a legendary master in the area. After 
Erskine, he went to Randy Waterman, a 
huntsman and joint master at Piedmont. 


He was just too inexperienced for Randy, 
so then he came to me.” 

Green as grass and a nervous wreck. 
General Poppy didn’t know how to go 
up and down hills or cross water. He’d 
get himself so worked up in his stall 
that he’d actually have bleeding episodes. 
Regardless, Wofford saw potential, so she 
decided to give it a year and see what she 
could accomplish with the bay gelding. 

“I almost gave up on him, but I really 
liked him and knew he had a good head 
on his shoulders. So I just sort of took 
him back to ground zero.” 

Wofford spent endless hours working 
General Poppy slowly in the field, 
patiently trotting fences and coaxing the 
horse to relax and trust her. Although 
admittedly “a handful for that first year,” 
General Poppy was a natural jumper and 
learned to be exceptional. Brought out 
as her mount to lead the field that next 
season, Wofford had a changed horse. 
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“He had a single snaffle in his mouth, and he went on a loose 
rein and would practically stop when I said 'Whoaf He was just 
a lovely, lovely ride. He turned into this fabulous, special horse.” 

Not long after that season started. General Poppy wowed 
Wofford with his talents when a sticky situation popped up 
in the hunt field. A horse and rider in front of them got into 
trouble approaching a fence, so Wofford quickly turned away 
from the jump, intending to circle back and make another 
attempt at it. 

“He thought I meant for him to jump this gate off of the 
road,” Wofford said. “It was really high, must have been at least 
5 feet. I was turning him so I could re-introduce him to the 
stone waU, but he just leapt into the air and jumped that huge 
fence. It took my breath away.” 

Wofford hunted General Poppy for seven years before 
retiring from the field, and at that point the horse went back 
to Waterman’s barn at the Piedmont kennels. Waterman 
knew of a hunt member who was actively looking for a good 
horse—McGettigan. 

The native of Rochester, N.Y, had relocated to the 
Middleburg area years before, lured primarily by its rich 
foxhunting culture. 

“I was a Pony Club girl but never really had a lot of 
opportunities to foxhunt. I galloped around the house as a 
child,” McGettigan said, running a curry comb over General 
Poppy. “I had a backyard bareback horse who became a show 
horse ... aU in a mediocre way. But I’m a much better rider 
today because I learned through observation. And I’ve been very 
lucky to have had some fabulous horses, but this one right here 
is the top horse.” 

McGettigan bought General Poppy in 2001 and hunted him 
for the next four years. 

“He was magnificent to ride. It was big time, aggressive 
hunting. There was nothing but a first field. He was strong, but 
anything you wanted—he’d do it. He could jump the moon. It 
was thrilling to be on him because he had so much power. I was 
extremely lucky to get him and I didn’t even know what I had. 
That’s how immature I was about it all. It would be hard to have 
a horse measure up to him. And you know, people still know it’s 
Poppy.” 

McGettigan pulled off the tack for good in 2005 when the 
horse was 22. He was sound, sane and “he deserved the best life 
I could give him.” 

As anyone in Middleburg will readily attest, that’s exactly 
what he’s had. Cushing’s Disease is evidenced by the long coat, 
and there are just a few white hairs on his face. But the bright, 
kind eye hasn’t changed. There’s always a buddy turned out 
in his pasture with him during hunting season, and afterward 
McGettigan brings in one of her old broodmares for company. 

“He wants to be 'The Man’ so in the summertime I turn him 
out with my ditzy mare Pigeon. He can boss her around, and 
I like him to be in that spot. I like him to get to be the alpha a 
little bit.” 

Friends with McGettigan for many years, Wofford stiU sees 
General Poppy regularly. 

“When I finally stopped hunting, I was so happy that he went 
to Lee because she has a kind heart and takes such good care 
of her horses. No one could be caring for him better than she 
does.” ^

Data points 
to progress 
in horse safety 


D o you take care of the 

horses? Ultimately, that’s all 
anyone—anyone who gives a darn 
anyway—wants to know when it comes to 
racing. People new to the sport ask about 
the horses, always. 

And racing might finally be able to 
start answering yes, even if there are 
miles to run in a race that will never 
truly end. The horses competing at the 
world’s racetracks are at risk. Like athletes 
anywhere, they can always get injured. All 
humans can do is minimize the risk, treat 
the horses with respect and never stop 
striving for a safer sport. 

In 2008, The Jockey Club took a step 
forward when it created the Equine Injury 
Database which tracks equine fatalities 
that occur within 72 hours of a race. 

The database collects information from 


North American Thoroughbred tracks (93 
percent take part), and produces statistics 
designed to identify risk factors and at the 
very least give regulators and researchers 
targets for future study. 

That, in turn, results in a safer sport 
for horses and the numbers back up the 
concept. 

The 2016 figures, released in March, 
showed a reduction in the overall equine 
fatality rate for the fourth consecutive 
year to 1.54 per 1,000 starts. The figure 
was 2.00 in 2009, a decrease of 23 percent 
to the 2016 number—the lowest of the 
eight years. 

“One of the primary objectives of 
this project from the outset was to build 
a comprehensive data source we could 
utilize to improve safety and prevent 
injuries, and we are now clearly achieving 
that goal,” said Dr. Tim Parkin, a 
veterinarian and epidemiologist from the 
University of Glasgow, and a consultant 
on the Equine Injury Database, in a press 
release. “The racetracks, the horsemen, 
and the regulators who have implemented 
safety initiatives over this time period 
deserve a great deal of credit for this 
encouraging trend.” 

Parkin performed the data analysis, 
which was further broken out to 1.70 
per 1,000 races on dirt, 1.09 on turf and 
1.14 on synthetic surfaces. Regional tracks 
take part in the program and individual 
statistics are available for Laurel Park, 
Pimlico, Delaware Park and Presque Isle 
Downs. Like the national trend, aU show 
decreases since 2009 with Delaware 
dropping to just .41 fatalities per 1,000 
starts in 2016. 

Data collection does not focus on why, 
but there are a few easy thoughts. 

Medication rules are more uniform 
than they were when this project began. 
Those rules also put more limits on the 
use of non-steroidal anti-inflammatory 
and corticosteroid medications. That 
produces a truer picture of a horse’s 
fitness for veterinarians in pre-race 
inspections, for trainers in morning 


exercise and for jockeys in pre-race warm¬ 
ups. Given those factors, it’s easy to draw 
a line to fewer at-risk horses starting, 
which limits injuries. 

More importantly—long term—are 
the data points generated by eight 
years of research. They provide areas 
for additional study, and affect future 
medication rules, inspection protocols, 
racetrack surfaces and configurations, 
even the breaking/training practices of 
horsemen. 

“We’re learning about risk factors-so 
we’ve got researchers taking some of the 
data and doing some deeper dive-ins,” 
said Dr. Jennifer Durenberger, a member 
of The Jockey Club’s Racing Equipment 
and Safety Committee and a former 
association veterinarian for the New York 
Racing Association. “And we’re able to 
get that information to trainers. It’s about 
educating everybody so horsemen are 
learning more about training practices, 
regulatory vets are learning more about 
what to look for in the morning and in 
the afternoon and vets in private practice 
are learning more about diagnostic tools 
to help address the risk factors.” 

You can’t overstate the importance 
of that. Yesterday, uniform medication 
rules played a role. Today, it’s the usage of 
corticosteroids and anti-inflammatories. 
Tomorrow, it might be out-of-competition 
testing. The day after that, racing surfaces. 
Nobody knows, but that’s the point. 

“Data leads to awareness, awareness 
leads to appropriate diagnostics and that 
leads to good decision-making,” said 
Durenberger. She calls that “science in 
action.” It’s also, horse safety in action. 

Regardless of what you do in the 
racing industry, horse safety touches 
everyone, so the more data and research 
racing has the better racing will be, even if 
the work only leads to additional efforts. 
Horse safety isn’t something you achieve 
and set aside like a trophy. No, horse 
safety is a goal, an effort. 

The numbers say that effort is paying 
off. *

Forging Ahead 

Lynch makes mark in Maryland, 
sticks to plan with 3-year-old ElMreeb

U npredictable March mornings —some unseasonably warm, others 
unbearably cold—and this particular sunrise has brought with it 
another dramatic drop in temperature; Laurel Park is quiet, apart 
from the hiss of an occasional gust of icy wind blowing past the big blue 
barn behind the far turn. 


Rate out of the A.P. Indy mare Feathered 
Diamond—was sufficient to get more dis¬ 
tance than he needed winning four in a 
row leading up to the Gotham. Not Lynch. 

A don’t think it [proved] any distance 
limitation, or anything like that,” Lynch 
says. “I still wouldn’t trade him with any- 



Inside, a 15-year-old boy puts in another load of laundry and scrubs off 
other items by hand. He’s tended to the morning feed of 42 horses before 
his boss, his father, walks in. It’s a little after 8:30 and it’s anyone’s guess 
what kind of mood Cal Lynch might be in, following a long day and an 
even longer night. 


The trainer is wide-eyed, no doubt 
aided by the taU cup of coffee in his 
hand. He grins. Lynch’s rosy disposition 
contrasts sharply with the blistering chill 
outside his barn, and belies any expected 
disappointment stemming from a setback a 
day earlier. These aren’t optimal conditions 
for an interview—the timing would seem 
terrible, in fact—but Lynch welcomes in his 
visitors with a smile and a handshake. 

Entering his office, where the cranked- 
up heater provides instant relief. Lynch 
walks past a couch lined with saddle cloths 
of past stakes runners. Above it, a framed 
print with the words of former Notre 
Dame football coach Lou Holtz and the 
Fighting Irish’s famous locker room sign 
“Play Like A Champion Today.” 

Lynch, it appears, is whoUy focused on 
this new day. He reveals where he’s just 
come from and, perhaps, the source of 
his strength on what might otherwise be 
considered a difficult morning. 


“I went to mass,” he jokes. “Prayed on 
it a little bit.” 

As he reflects. Lynch aUudes to race 
dynamics as the reason behind El Areeb’s 
third-place finish in the Gotham Stakes-G3 
at Aqueduct a day earlier. What Lynch 
doesn’t do is place blame or point fingers 
at anyone else for his horse’s loss as the 
2-5 favorite in a race that figured to be his 
ticket to the Kentucky Derby-Gl. 

“At the half-mile pole, I said Ao way’ 
There’s no horse, yesterday on that 
track, that could have done that,” says 
Lynch, noting the :47.70 clip set by El 
Areeb and jockey Trevor McCarthy, 
pressed from the break by Calumet 
Farm’s True Timber. “Pace is every¬ 
thing. As long as we have the right 
pace, he’s as capable as any of the 
other horses on the Derby trail 
right now. That’s the way I feel.” 

Some questioned whether El 
Areeb’s pedigree-by Exchange

body. We love him to death and he tries 
every time he’s out there. He’s a multiple 
graded stakes winner and has 30 points 
toward the Derby. We’re in a good spot.” 

Touring The Taj 

This is exactly the spot Lynch, like any 
trainer, hoped to be in when he began his 
career under somewhat unusual circum¬ 
stances a little more than two decades 
ago. He’s about to share that story walking 
through his oversized barn near the track 
kitchen. 

Originally built for $1 million by the late 
former owner of Giant Food Israel Cohen, 
a 1995 Washington article described this 
construction as a “Taj Mahal of a barn.” 
This was long considered the most impres¬ 
sive barn at Laurel, until the Maryland 
Jockey Club began building several new 
barns in conjunction with track upgrades 
in 2015. When Lynch moved his operation 
from Pennsylvania to Maryland last year, 
he moved into the prized plot. 

Since this is something of a home 
away from home for Lynch, he treats it 
as such. Stopping to show off his pristine 
tack room, he describes himself as “a bit 
OCD,” pointing to a wall lined with bridles 
and stacks of saddles, blankets and quarter 
sheets; each is angled just right, all white 


or red (or white and red), the same colors 
found on the flag of Lynch’s native city of 
Derry, Ireland. 

The helmets worn by Lynch’s riders 
in the mornings, emblazoned with the 
initials CL, are white too, so that the 
trainer can more easily identify them on the 
track. There’s a reason for every stitch of 
every piece in here, and a deeper meaning 
behind the less-than-fresh looking, water- 
damaged, “Cal Lynch Racing” barn sign 
hanging on the wall. 

“Yeah, that’s been with me for 22 
years,” he said. “It was at Monmouth, it 
was at Garden State... it was outside, so it’s 
weathered a little bit but we keep it. That’s 
the only thing that’s allowed to be a little 
weathered and beaten up that I’U keep.” 

Across the way, Lynch’s son Anthony 
has moved off of laundry duty and into 
the oversized maintenance and supply 
room. The barn’s inventory is here, too, 
organized with the noticeable order of a 
well-stocked supermarket aisle. 

“Everything has got its place,” Lynch 
said. 

The horses too are strategically situated. 
Within the barn’s four rows of stalls, the 
2-year-olds occupy the quietest lane, facing 
a back wall at the far end of the barn. On 
this side, the juveniles are farthest from the 
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track and insulated from the regular noise 
produced by horses and people at the track 
in the mornings and afternoons. 

Since most of Lynch’s 2-year-olds are 
still a few months away from arrival, some 
of the stalls on the baby row are inhabited 
by older horses. Never Gone South, one of 
the two original purchases made by Lynch 
for the same Saudi Arabian-based owners 
of El Areeb, MMG Stables, is here. 

Lynch was introduced to MMG princi¬ 
pal Mohammed Al-Gadhi by Glenn Brok, 
who owns and operates Diamond B Farm 
in Mohrsville, Pa., with his wife Becky. 
At the 2015 OBS April sale of 2-year- 
olds, Lynch and Brok dropped $90,000 
on Never Gone South. The Munnings 
colt won on debut, prevailed in the Strike 
Your Colors Stakes at Delaware in his 
second start and went on to win the Frank 
Whiteley Jr. Stakes last January at Laurel. 

On this morning. Never Gone South 
stands before Lynch as one of the more 
promising 4-year-olds in the barn. A month 
earlier, he finished third in the General 
George-G3 and bumped his career earn¬ 
ings to $193,495. There’s little doubt that 
his success had something to do with the 
larger budget Al-Gadhi approved for OBS 
in 2016, out of which they came away with 
El Areeb for $340,000. 


Lynch flashes back to it sometimes. 
What a wonder that he was ever given the 
green light to buy El Areeb, considering 
the trainer had already spent $625,000 
at the sale for MMG on another colt by 
Curlin. Lynch assumed he’d maxed out 
his bankroll for the day. Although he also 
wanted El Areeb, Lynch didn’t expect 
Al-Gadhi to sign off on another big ticket, 
but he did. 

“Mohammed was on the phone and he 
was quite aggressive,” Lynch said. “He said 
[about the Curlin colt], df you like him, 
you buy him.’ And he said the same thing 
with the gray horse when he was going 
through the ring. He said, "You still like 
him?’ I said. We like him a lot but that’s 
a lot of money, you know, we’re up to a 
million dollars.’ Most of my clients were 
always $100,000, $150,000, or $200,000 
[buyers]. That was kind of our budget we 
always went down there with.” 

The bidding would bring Lynch’s total 
spend for the sale to $965,000. Both of 
the horses out of that sale now take up 
residency on the side of Lynch’s barn 
nearest the track. Lynch calls that area 
“Millionaire’s Row” with a laugh. They’re 
not quite there, but give them time. 

The Curlin colt. Undulated, has won 
two of four starts including Woodbine’s 


Swynford Stakes last year. In a stall near 
him is Star Super, a 3-year-old Super Saver 
fiUy owned by Equine Prep. She won 
Laurel’s Marshua Stakes in January, after 
placing in three stakes in 2016. 

The barn tour typically winds down at 
the final stall of this row, the one closest 
to Lynch’s office where a gray colt lets his 
morning unfold. The drive back from New 
York brought El Areeb back a little after 
midnight. He’s sleepy, but the multiple 
graded stakes winner of $364,200 is home. 

Help Wanted 

Lynch, his wife Daniela and their two 
sons, Anthony and 18-year-old Charlie, 
haven’t been here long but they have a 
healthy respect for the place. Cal speaks 
with admiration as he rattles off names like 
Delp, Small, Capuano and Trombetta. He’s 
well aware of those who came before him 
in Maryland. 

The community on this backstretch is 
generally considered one of the most wel¬ 
coming. But when you’re the new trainer 
in town, have a horse on the Derby trail, 
and occupy some of the best real estate 
on the backstretch, an occasional odd 
glance or two from the neighbors isn’t to 
be unexpected. 
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Its a team effort around the Lynch barn: Wife Daniela entertains a runner; son Anthony greets a horse returning from the track... 


“Everybody thinks I just started like 
overnight and got a nice barn,” Lynch 
said. “They see me parked out there in 
the Range Rover and they go 'oh.’ But we 
didn’t start off there.” 

The third child of Charlie and Margaret 
Lynch, Cal (Cathal in Gaelic, commonly 
Anglicized as Charles) remembers first 
getting on a horse when he was “4 or 
5.” His older brother Shaun and young¬ 
er brother Feargal-a former champion 
apprentice rider in England who now rides 
in Maryland—were indoctrinated from an 
early age, as well. 

“We did all the jumping and show 
jumping and dressage. I wasn’t very good 
at the dressage. But the show jumping 
and cross-country, loved the cross-country, 
loved the jump racing, love that kind of 
stuff,” he said. 

Lynch was also surrounded by the 
horses that his parents owned through his 
teens. Many of them raced on what Lynch 
described as the “Bush-League” circuit. 
He, Shaun and Feargal all took turns work¬ 
ing and riding the family horses. Their 
sister Maria charted a different course and 
became a nurse. 

Now a mother of three, living in 
Ireland, Maria paved the way for Cal’s 
eventual move to the U.S. In the mid- 
1990s, she moved to New Jersey and 
applied for green cards, one for her and 
one for Cal. Maria’s application was denied. 
Cal’s was approved. 

“I won the lottery,” he said. “That’s how 
I got here.” 

It wasn’t long before Lynch settled in 
Atlantic City. He got a job at Showboat 
Casino. He split shifts working the roulette 
wheel, craps and blackjack tables. 


The same month Lynch started at 
Showboat, his attention was drawn to a 
young woman who had also come to work 
at the casino as a pathway to a new start. 
She was quiet and, unbeknownst to anyone 
at work, had plenty of reason for it, hav¬ 
ing recently escaped the turbulence of her 
native Croatia. 

“There was a war in the former 
Yugoslavia,” Daniela recalled. “My aunt 
lived here, my father’s sister. She lived 
here for 20 to 30 years. So, I got in con¬ 
tact with her because I didn’t know if my 
family back home was alive. We were aU 
separated.” 

She would eventually be reunited with 
her father (whose whereabouts were 
unknown for several years) and other mem¬ 
bers of her immediate family. Upon arriv¬ 
ing at her aunt’s home in Mays Landing, 
N.J., Daniela went to dealer school, took 
a job at Bally’s Casino and then moved to 
Showboat. 

“When I came here, I didn’t speak 
English that well,” Daniela said. “So, with 
guys who worked at the casino, I didn’t 
want to talk to anybody really.” 

Meanwhile, “the guys” had bet Lynch 
$20 that he couldn’t get Daniela’s number. 
She snubbed him initially before giving 
him a chance, admitting Cal’s Irish accent 
might have had something to do with it. 
When he wasn’t courting Daniela, Cal had 
been working other angles in pursuit of the 
career he wanted to start in racing. 

Lynch’s roommate at the time passed 
along a help-wanted ad in the local paper 
looking for a farm hand. The job was 
about 45 minutes from Atlantic City at 
C & R Horse Farm in Milmay, N.J., where 
owner Carlo De Thomasi kept a handful 


of his horses. Lynch drove out to meet 
with him. 

De Thomasi was simply looking for 
someone to clean stalls. Lynch eagerly 
jumped at the opportunity to get a job, any 
job, that allowed him to be close to horses. 
It didn’t pay much and the daily drive 
wasn’t ideal, but Lynch committed to it, 
and began to burn the candle at both ends. 

“I would leave the casino at 4 in the 
morning, go out there at 5 or 6 and mess 
around there all day,” he said. “That was 
like a vacation for me, just to go out to 
the farm to get away from the casino and 
get out of Atlantic City. So then I’d come 
home at 12 and go back to work at 4 or 5 
in the afternoon. I’d sleep about four hours 
a day at that stage.” 

Of aU De Thomasi’s horses. Lynch had 
taken a particular interest in one named 
Avoid the Crash. The Virginia-bred son of 
stakes winner Amasham was just a baby at 
the time, but Lynch wanted him. He even¬ 
tually brokered a deal with De Thomasi to 
buy the horse for $2,500. It aU set up for an 
ideal first date with Daniela. Cal followed 
up dinner by taking her into the stables at 
Atlantic City Race Course and introduc¬ 
ing her to his horse. In the weeks before 
Avoid the Crash ran his first race, he’d been 
worked European-style by Lynch. 

“I had a ton of time at the stage to 
train one horse. So, I would’ve jogged him 
3 miles and galloped him 3 miles, like we 
were training in Ireland. He had a founda¬ 
tion in him like no other,” Lynch said. 

Avoid the Crash made his debut at 
Atlantic City in mid-August 1995. He ran 
in Benny Cadahia’s name, because Lynch 
didn’t yet have his trainer’s license. Cal 
and Daniela watched as Avoid the Crash 
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Cal keeps an eye on the process from just outside the barn door; Charlie ponies one to the gate. 


opened up early and then drew off to win 
by 1214 lengths. 

It was nearly 8 at night and Daniela was 
scheduled to work a 10 o’clock shift at the 
casino. They hopped in Cal’s car and while 
driving Daniela to the Showboat, Cal asked 
her to marry him. They’d been dating for 
just 33 days. She said yes. 

Cal’s spontaneous proposal following 
Avoid the Crash’s win is the source of a 
running joke between he and his wife. 

“I kept saying df only he’d finished 
second.’ I say that aU the time,” Cal laughs. 
“She did give me the option to change my 
mind the next day. She gave me the out- 
clause. She did give me the you were emo¬ 
tional yesterday, you were a little happy, you 
can get out of it.’ So whenever she’d said 
that, it made me even more sure that I’d 
done the right thing [proposing to her].” 

From then on, Daniela has been by 
Cal’s side. She kept him awake on drives to 
and from the farm and Atlantic City. She 
helped him study for his trainer’s test. She 
loaded and unloaded horses for trips up 
and down the Jersey Shore, and eventually 
became more hands-on with their runners, 
as well. 

After getting married in Ireland-and 
spending a year there-the Lynches came 
back to New Jersey. Cal was determined to 
go fuU time as a trainer. He started picking 
up additional work for De Thomasi, swim¬ 
ming horses for him at DMS Farm. 

'We used to have that, what we called 
the White Elephant,’ it was a truck and 
trailer,” Daniela said. “When we’d go to 
DMS Farm, we would sleep in it some¬ 
times.” 

Cal and Daniela eventually bought a 
six-acre farm of their own. Together, they 


learned how to run their business. Cal’s 
charm and quick-wit played in his favor as 
he built relationships with new owners at 
Garden State Park, the Meadowlands and 
Monmouth Park. 

One of Lynch’s earliest clients was 
owner and breeder Bo Smith. 

“There was this exercise rider,” Smith 
recalled, “and I asked her, 'If I gave you 
a horse tomorrow, who would you have 
train this horse? You can pick any trainer 
here.’ She said, 'You know, there’s this guy 
Cal Lynch. He gets on his own horses. His 
horses all look good and they’re obviously 
cared for well.’ She said 'his barn looks 
meticulous from the outside, although I’ve 
never been in it.’ I said. Well, I’m going to 
be in it.’” 

Smith walked through Lynch’s barn 
and it was as tidy inside as it was outside. 
Immediately, Smith decided to send Lynch 
some of his horses. To this day, they 
remain close friends and partners. 

In 2001, Smith and his Gunsmith Stables 
were a part of one of Lynch’s most memo¬ 
rable nights at the Meadowlands; He won 
both divisions of the New Jersey Futurity 
with Parfy’s Legacy and Gunsmith’s Our 
Cozzette. Smith later bred Our Cozzette, a 
Cozzene mare, to 1997 Belmont Stakes-Gl 
winner Touch Gold, which produced 2006 
Sorority and New Jersey Futurity winner 
Our Fantene for Gunsmith and Lynch. 

Our Fantene’s biggest days were ahead 
of her. In 2008, she was bred to Outflanker. 
Her first foal was a horse named Javerre. 
Lynch remembers the horse being “pretty 
crooked” and remarked, “he was never 
going to sell.” So Lynch gave the horse 
time, and eventually trained him up to his 
debut in May of his 3-year-old season. 


Javerre won that race and four of his first 
five starts. 

That was only the opening act of the 
Javerre story. In February of the following 
year, Javerre was in deep in the General 
George Handicap-G3 at Laurel. Lynch 
looked around and saw horses entered 
by Bob Baffert, Dickie Small and Rudy 
Rodriguez. 

“We don’t take a whole lot of shots but 
Javerre was just good at that time. He just 
got good, better and better, and he ran a 
huge race that day,” Lynch said. 

Surrounded by his family. Lynch 
watched Javerre stalk the early pace, move 
for the lead turning for home and eventu¬ 
ally hold on to win. 

“I was far down in the grandstand,” said 
Anthony, 11 at the time. “I had my rosary 
beads and everything. I prayed right before 
the race, right before it ran off and just 
overcome with joy.” 

It was the first graded stakes win for 
Lynch and it would remain his only grad¬ 
ed stakes win until El Areeb’s victory in 
the Jerome this past January. Javerre was 
retired last year and is slated to return to 
Lynch this spring as a pony. 

“By getting Javerre to do what he did as 
Our Fantene’s first foal. Cal set the stage 
beautifully for what we’ve done since with 
our breeding operation,” Smith said. 

Three of Our Fantene’s ensuing five 
foals have gone on to sell for six figures 
as yearlings, $780,000 combined. Smith’s 
top broodmare is now in foal to two-time 
Horse of the Year California Chrome. 

Smith, 71, has not only continued to 
support Lynch by sending him horses, 
he’s also been a mentor behind the scenes, 
as the spotlight has grown brighter in 
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Graded stakes winner El Areeb and 
Charlie Lynch head home after training. 


recent months with El Areeb. Following 
the Gotham, Smith was most impressed 
by the professionalism with which Lynch 
answered questions from the press. Some 
were quick to call out McCarthy’s ride on 
El Areeb, cast doubt about the horse’s 
pedigree and challenge some of Lynch’s 
decisions. 

“I told him that as his horse goes one 
race after another and gets tested for class 
a little more, I said, dn his loss, you. Cal 
Lynch, got tested for class,’” Smith said. 
“It’s easy to answer questions relative to 
what you’re doing with a horse when you’re 
successful. But when your horse puts in 
a less than expected performance at 2-5 
and questioners start wondering whether 
you brought the horse back too soon, or 
whether you’re squeezing the lemon too 
tight, or whatever, it’s easy to give short 
answers or be a little obstinant. Instead, Cal 
was tested for class and, in every response I 
read, I was so proud.” 

The Next Chapter 

If anyone in the Lynch family is having 
a tough time swallowing El Areeb’s loss in 
the Gotham, it’s probably Charlie. Lynch’s 
oldest son has exercised the horse since he 
first arrived at the barn last year and he’s 
become deeply attached to the colt. 

“Me and him are inseparable,” Charlie 
said. “We’re two peas in a pod. It’s fun 
watching him grow up, becoming one of 
these nice horses that’s hopefully Derby 
bound, but you never know.” 

It was Charlie who led the caravan to 
and from New York with El Areeb, getting 
him settled in at Aqueduct and tending to 


him after the race. Like his father, Charlie 
isn’t averse to putting in long hours. Ever 
since he first grasped the concept of being 
a trainer, as a child, that’s what Charlie 
wanted to do. 

He arrives at the barn at 4 a.m. some 
days and doesn’t leave until 6 p.m. on 
more than a few. StiU in high school, he 
plays soccer competitively and was part 
of a club team that won the Pennsylvania 
state championship. All the while, he’s 
maintained good grades, even through the 
family’s move to Maryland. 

Last year, Charlie got his trainer’s 
license and won his first race just before 
Christmas. The victory came with Norah B 
Stables’ Bighearted Nana at Charles Town. 

“It was a lot of enjoyment and tears of 
joy. It was a great feeling to finally get my 
first winner,” Lynch said. 

In a case of sentimental synchronicity, 
the jockey aboard Bighearted Nana was 
J.D. Acosta. He also rode Javerre in the 
General George. 

Javerre’s owner Smith has seen the 
Lynch boys grow up before his eyes. He 
knew Cal and Daniela before the kids 
were even born. Smith marveled at the 
hours they put in and the ease with which 
Anthony, in particular, is able to do just 
about anything that’s asked of him. 

“I’ve seen Anthony running the barn 
when his father goes to the sales for a 
week,” Smith said. “Those exercise riders 
are listening to his direction and following 
it. There are these grizzled exercise rid¬ 
ers who think they know everything, and 
here you see them taking directions from 
a 15-year-old kid. But this 15-year-old kid 
already has 35 years worth of experience 
under his belt. They recognize that.” 

Regardless of the day’s work, the fam¬ 
ily StiU comes together for dinner every 
night at home. These days, and now that 
Anthony has picked up more responsi- 
biUty, Daniela mainly works on Lynch 
Racing’s bookkeeping from home. She 
remains active on the sales side of the 
business and also owns several horses in 
her name. 

“[CharUe] wiU get going,” Cal interjects, 
foreshadowing one of his patented one- 
Uners. “He’s trying to claim a horse or two. 
His mom wiU probably give him horses 
now, instead of giving them to me. Little 
does he know, she doesn’t pay.” 

Everyone in the room laughs. 

The foUowing Friday is a Uttle warmer 
but if winter has revealed anything, it’s 
that the story can change from one day 
to the next. Lynch picks up the phone 
and he’s stiU chipper. He’s just won a race 


at Laurel with first-time starter Fast Talk 
for GoldMark Farm. The next day. Lynch 
would win another race with first-time 
starter Supertrend for Matt Schera. 

That made for 11 victories on the year 
and $689,569 in purses. It’s only the second 
week of March. It’s early in the year but 
Lynch is on pace to surpass his career best 
earnings mark set in 2014 when he was 
based at Parx and brought in $2,278,798. 
He won 79 races that year. 

Business wasn’t aU that bad for Lynch 
in Pennsylvania. For him, the decision to 
move to Maryland was based on his unease 
surrounding the degree to which he felt 
that the prioritization of the casino at Parx 
was ultimately being done at the expense 
of racing there. 

“Down here [in Maryland], the empha¬ 
sis is on horse racing,” he said. “There’s a 
great turf course here, great options, stakes 
program for young horses. Sal Sinatra was 
up there at Parx for years, and I was with 
Sal there. Whenever he told me he would 
help me get started here and get set up, I 
trusted him. He’s been very good. You’re 
surrounded by other horsemen. They want 
horse racing. The Stronach Group actually 
wants horse racing.” 

With expanded turf racing in Maryland, 
boosted by the return of a summer meet 
at Laurel back in 2015, new avenues have 
opened for Lynch in trying to diversify his 
barn. He already has a few horses that seem 
suited for the turf, including Undulated, 
and hopes to pick up a few more. 

Lynch jokes that for years, he was “the 
only Irish guy who couldn’t train turf 
horses.” Changing that narrative is high on 
his list of goals, along with being able to 
train and race more Maryland-breds. 

While he’s working on his resume. 
Lynch would like to start with securing a 
position in the starting gate at Churchill 
Downs May 6. Plan A is the Wood 
Memorial-G1 and Kentucky Derby. Plan 
B would be Laurel’s Federico Tesio Stakes 
with an ultimate target of the Preakness 
Stakes-Gl. 

“He’s not even 3 until April. He’s stiU a 
baby. He’s got a lot of growing up and he’s 
StiU growing between races,” Lynch said of 
El Areeb. “Everything is stiU on the table 
for us.” 

Keeping aU options open seems espe- 
ciaUy prudent in this season of change, 
where cold mornings and afternoon set¬ 
backs can test the patience of a trainer on 
the Derby trail. If any of it has started to 
get to Cal Lynch, he certainly isn’t showing 
it. *

The best 
of Brushwood 

Adams witnessed stars 
of Pennsylvania farm, including 
Kentucly Oaks hopeful Unique Bella

A lmost 30 years ago, Brooks Adams turned in the driveway at 
Brushwood Stable to ask about a job. And never left. Ever since, 
he’s helped bring some of the world’s finest Thoroughbreds into 
the world—Hard Spun, High Yield, Russian Rhythm and 2017 star Unique 
Bella among others —for owner Betty Moran. 


'Td been driving by the farm most of 
my life and would say, T should just stop in 
and see what’s going on,’ So I did. It was all 
hedgerows so you couldn’t see any of this,” 
Adams said with a wave of his hand 
toward the stone barn, the massive turnout 
shed built into a bank and rolling fields in 
the distance. 

Farm manager John Earner told Adams 
there was, indeed, a job opening. Adams 
was 20. He had plenty of experience with 
horses-Standardbreds, show horses, 
broodmares — and brought that to Brush¬ 
wood. 

On his second day, he broke his jaw. 

“That was a practical joke they were try¬ 
ing to play on me,” Adams said. “I got 
kicked in the jaw by a Storm Bird colt. John 
was on vacation and the other guys decided 
to see if I could handle the worst horse on 
the farm.” 

Ultimately, Adams handled that horse— 
who later sold at Saratoga as a yearling— 
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and more for Brushwood which straddles 
Sugartown Road in Malvern, Pa. Just 
around the corner from the Radnor Races 
steeplechase course, and 20 miles from 
center city Philadelphia, Brushwood is a 
Thoroughbred nursery with few peers. 
Moran breeds, buys and sells the best. Her 
broodmare band, and its produce, would 
spark envy in any breeder. 

High Yield won three Grade 1 stakes 
and earned $1.1 million. Hard Spun (bred 
in partnership with her son Michael) won 
the King’s Bishop, placed in the Kentucky 
Derby, Preakness, HaskeU and Breeders’ 
Cup Classic (aU Grade 1 races), earned $2.6 
million and became a top sire. 

Russian Rhythm was Europe’s champi¬ 
on 3-year-old fiUy of 2003 thanks to a win 
in the English 1000 Guineas. Brushwood’s 
latest star. Unique Bella, might be the best 
yet. The 3-year-old fiUy is the clear favorite 
for the Kentucky Oaks-Gl after three 
graded stakes wins to start the year.

The various big names produce differ¬ 
ent memories from the farm manager. 

High Yield had the farm thinking Ken¬ 
tucky Derby back in 2000. Then came post 
17, a crowded start and an even more 
crowded first turn as Fusaichi Pegasus ran 
away from the field. 

Hard Spun was a “little bastard,” whose 
favorite trick was standing on his hind legs 
at turnout time. “He was good coming in 
the barn,” said Adams. “Going back out, 
he was bad. He just wanted to go. Once we 
got to the gate, he was straight up in the air 
throwing his feet at me. He was a little guy, 
he wasn’t real mature, but he had good aim. 
He knocked the hat right off my head one 
day, right in front of Mrs. Moran too.” 

Strategic Maneuver, a Cryptoclearance 
mare who won two Grade 1 stakes before 
joining the Brushwood band and produc¬ 
ing $6 million worth of yearlings, would let 
Adams know when it was her time to foal. 

“She was one of my favorites,” Adams 
said. “She’d come to the gate at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon and be like ‘OK, time to go 
in the barn and have a baby’ A half-hour 
later, the foal would be standing at her side 
nursing. If it was nice enough. I’d just walk 
her into that paddock [next to the barn] 
and she’d have the baby outside.” 

Mention Unique Bella to Adams and 
he’ll talk about a filly who was a “little bit 
gangly.” She was nothing like Hard Spun- 
sweet, kind, easy to work with. The Brush¬ 
wood foals stay at the Bryn Clovis Annex 


(a former dairy farm which dates back to 
William Penn’s days in the area) for two 
weeks or so after they’re born, then go to 
Kentucky with their mothers for a couple 
of months. Once the mares are deemed in 
foal, to some of the world’s leading sires, 
it’s back to Pennsylvania. Though the foal 
crop has decreased recently, it used to 
number 10-15 each year, with mares and 
foals moving across the road when they 
return from Kentucky. 

At weaning time, the mares head back 
to Bryn Clovis and the foals stay behind. 
That’s where Unique Bella hinted at some 
of her greatness to come. 

“The older she got, the nicer she looked,” 
said Adams, who credited Brian Cotter at 
Kentucky’s Creekview Farm with some of 
that development. “As a yearling, she was in 
a field with six others. We don’t have a hun¬ 
dred yearlings to look at like some farms, 
but after looking at them through the years 
you start to get an understanding and every 
once in awhile you say. You know, that’s a 
nice horse out there.’ We said that about her. 

“But you know how that goes. Just 
because we said that doesn’t mean she was 
going to become what she’s become.” 

Adams thought Moran might keep the 
gray daughter of Tapit and the Unbridled’s 
Song mare Unrivaled Belle, but Brushwood 
is nothing if not a business. Managed by 
Reiley McDonald of Eaton Sales in Ken¬ 
tucky, the best regularly go to the sales ring. 
Moran paid $2.8 million for Unrivaled 


Belle in 2011, a year after she won the 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff-Gl, and got a 
Medaglia d’Oro fiUy in 2013. She brought 
$320,000 at Keeneland September 2014 
and a year later Unique Bella went into the 
ring. On a bid of $400,000, she joined the 
racing operation of Don Alberto Corp. 
Sent to trainer Jerry HoUendorfer, Unique 
Bella made her debut last June at Santa 
Anita and finished second. She returned in 
November at Del Mar and won by 1014 
lengths. This year she’s won the Santa 
Yne2-G2, Las Virgenes-G2 and Santa 
Ysabel-G3. If aU stays according to plan, 
she wiU attempt to become the region’s 
fourth Kentucky Oaks winner in seven 
years after Pennsylvania-breds Plum Pretty 
(2011) and Princess of Sylmar (2013) and 
Maryland-bred Cathryn Sophia (2016). 

Adams takes a “let horses be horses” 
approach. The mares live outside as much 
as possible. The young horses do as well. 
Pennsylvania winters can be difficult, like 
the blizzard of 2016 which Adams spent 
pulling plow trucks out of snowdrifts, but 
the springs can be glorious and the horses 
tend to thrive. A conversation with noted 
Kentucky breeder Henry White (former 
president of the Thoroughbred Breeders 
of Kentucky) helped convince Adams that 
horses enjoy roughing it. White, who died 
in 2013, raised Sea Hero among others. 

“Just let them be horses,” White told 
Adams. “Give them time when their legs 
aren’t straight and don’t go for aU these

surgeries and things. Don’t jump on that 
bandwagon.” 

Adams hasn’t forgotten. 

“The mares live out. They don’t look 
the prettiest sometimes, but when they 
leave here we pull their manes and shine 
them up,” he said. “The yearlings live out 
most of the time too. I just think they do 
better outside. I’ve seen more horses get 
sick because people are putting two and 
three blankets on them and clipping them 
in the winter just so they can go to a horse 
show or something. They’re outdoor ani¬ 
mals. I think that helps them be healthy. It 
helps them learn to be aggressive too.” 

Unique BeUa is doing her part. She 
spurred talk of being the crop’s best of - 
male or female. Adams won’t go that far. 

“I’m glad they’re not going to run her in 
the Derby,” he said. “If you don’t make 
that first turn in the Derby, you’re 20th and 
you have no chance. It was nice to see her 
fight through traffic [in the Santa Ysabel 
March 4]. She didn’t hesitate.” 

Maybe she learned some of that at 
Brushwood. 

The Next Chapter 

Adams will foal no Brushwood-owned 
mares in 2017 as Moran’s band is down to 
Ponche de Leona and Bloomy in Kentucky. 
They delivered Kentucky foals this year 
and Ponche de Leona will be bred back to 
Tapit. Brushwood has four yearlings (one a 


Pennsylvania-bred) to sell in September. A 
Malibu Moon—Unrivaled BeUe filly sold 
for $550,000 last year, and Unrivaled Belle 
herself went for $3.8 million at Keeneland 
November 2016 while carrying a full-sib¬ 
ling to Unique Bella. Trainers Christophe 
Clement and Bernie Houghton have what 
win probably be the last four racehorses 
owned by Brushwood. 

The decrease is by design as the stable 
unwinds a program dating to the 1970s. If 
not the end of an era, it’s at least a marking 
of time. Yet nothing stays the same, not 
even Thoroughbred programs as success¬ 
ful as Brushwood. The hedgerows of John 
Barner’s day are gone. The farm used to 
grow hay for its horses. Adams foaled 18 
mares a few years ago, and took on more 
employees to make it all work. Once, there 
were 54 horses on the farm. 

“It’s been fun,” he said. “I’ve watched 
horses run in the Derby, I’ve watched 
horses go do some big things. Look at the 
averages. We have 10 foals a year. Three 
Chimneys and some of those others will 
have 200. There’s no comparison, but we’re 
not doing too badly for a farm this size.” 

Brushwood will continue operating for 
the horses that are there-several retired 
mares, some retired show horses, retired 
racehorses Kicken Kris (who won the 2004 
Arlington Million-G1 for Moran) and 
Glenbarra, plus two broodmares owned by 
Moran’s grandsons, trainer Tres Abbott 
and his brothers Tylee, Max and Cody. 


Medea (Ire) and her dam Scoop of 
Gold were the only pregnant mares on the 
farm this year. 

They trace to racing royalty. Unraced, 
Scoop of Gold (by Giant’s Causeway) is a 
half-sister to High Yield. Their dam Scoop 
the Gold (by Forty Niner) was bred in 
Virginia by Paul Mellon and purchased by 
Moran in 1995. 

Scoop of Gold produced a Lemon 
Drop Kid filly in February while graded 
stakes winner Medea (by Danehill Dancer) 
was due to Pioneerof the Nile this month. 
Both mares will go to Kentucky to be bred, 
then return to Brushwood just like aU those 
other mares before them. 

Adams misses the action, but also appre¬ 
ciates the career he made. From Mississippi 
via Valley Forge Military Academy and 
Western Maryland College plus jobs with 
UnionviUe Equine Associates and New 
Bolton Center, he turned off Sugartown 
Road looking for a job. He got a life. 

“Mrs. Moran has been great to work 
for,” said Adams, 50, who lives on the farm 
with his wife Teresa. “It’s been 30 years, 
stuff happens. Obviously there were some 
days that weren’t so good. When she wants 
something, she wants it done, but she’s 
been good to me. I used to talk to her 
almost every morning at 5:30 or 6 o’clock. 
We just chatted about the horses. I miss 
that. She made me feel like you were part 
of the family, not just somebody who 
works here.” ^

LitUe horse, big time 

Imperial Hint gives trainer Carvajal 
first graded stakes win in Gen. George

L uis Carvajal Jr. took Imperial Hint to 
two graded stakes in 2016, and neither 
went so well. 

“You know when they say the dog goes 
back with the tail between its legs?” the 
trainer asked of back-to-back 12ths in the 
Pat Day Mile-G3 at Churchill Downs and 
Woody Stephens-G2 at Belmont Park. The 
humiliated-dog look was worn by Carvajal, 
his wife Giannina and their horse. Imperial 
Hint’s two-race winning streak dissolved in 
losses by a combined 43 lengths. 

Then came the Grade 3 General George 
at Laurel Park Feb. 18. Imperial Hint 
growled aU the way home to give Carvajal 
his first graded stakes victory. 

Giannina missed it while home in New 
Jersey with the couple’s 3-month-old son 
Fernando, but Luis enjoyed the career 
milestone enough for the both of them. 

“I wish she was here because it would 
have been a whole different experience,” 
he said after cheering Imperial Hint home. 
“We went to Kentucky together, we went 
to New York together and it didn’t work 
out. We were very sad. This was fantastic. 
Usually, I don’t scream that much but the 
last eighth-of-a-mile you could hear me. 
My wife called me and I told her I was so 
nervous [before the race]. Now I’ve got 
this out of the way.” 

He might also have a major-league 
sprinter. 

Imperial Hint extended a new winning 
streak to three and collected his sixth win 
in 10 lifetime starts for Carvajal and owner 
Raymond Mamone, who is looking smart 
for turning down lucrative offers early 
last year. In the $250,000 General George, 
the 4-year-old Imperialism colt raced up 
front throughout, took a 2-length lead in 


the stretch and saw out a 2y4-length win 
over favorite Stallwalkin’ Dude. Longshot 
Never Gone South stayed for third after 7 
furlongs in 1:21.20. 

The win rewarded the patience 
of Mamone and Carvajal, who bought 
Imperial Hint from Florida breeder Shade 
Tree Thoroughbreds as a 2-year-old in 
2015. The small but put-together colt 
showed talent and speed from the begin¬ 
ning, but also got ahead of himself and 
made Carvajal think again. 

“The second time I worked him I told 
the jockey he could go three-eighths in 
:35,” said the trainer. “He went :35, :47, 
galloped out in a minute. I said, T’ve never 
had a 2-year-old that fast.’ But after I 
worked him again he started getting maybe 
stressed out. Maybe we put a little pressure 
on him.” 

Carvajal backed off, and aimed for a 
3-year-old campaign in 2016. Imperial Hint 
easily won a maiden special at Tampa Bay 
Downs Feb. 19. He backed up that with 
an even better effort to win a Florida-bred 
stakes at Tampa April 9. The offers poured 
in after both performances, but Mamone 
chose not to sell. 

Then came the two graded stakes 
losses, a back-to-reality allowance win at 
Parx on the Pennsylvania Derby undercard 
and a fifth in the Fabulous Strike against 
older runners at Penn National in Nov¬ 
ember. 

Carvajal went back to allowance com¬ 
pany for an easy win at Parx Dec. 17, then 
watched his horse run off with the Fire 
Plug at Laurel Jan. 14. Overshadowed (lit¬ 
erally and figuratively) by Stallwalkin’ Dude 
coming into the General George, Imperial 
Hint went off as the 5-2 second choice 


in a field of nine. He stuttered a little 
leaving the gate from post four, but soon 
established position on the lead. Julian 
Pimentel restrained his horse as he built a 
1-length advantage on Stallwalkin’ Dude 
and Afleet Willy through a quarter-mile in 
:22.61. Afleet WiUy challenged on the rail, 
but Imperial Hint dispatched that after a 
half-mile in :45.28. Off the turn. Imperial 
Hint responded to Pimentel and put some 
daylight between himself and Stallwalkin’ 
Dude and that was that—the little horse 
outran the big horse from there. 

Carvajal, who heard some fans compar¬ 
ing his horse’s point-guard stature to the 
power forward Stallwalkin’ Dude near the 
paddock, felt vindicated. 

“Yeah but you don’t know the heart he 
has,” Carvajal said to himself while walk¬ 
ing toward the grandstand. In the winner’s 
circle, the trainer was more to the point, 
“I always thought he was a graded stakes 
horse.” 

Carvajal hopes the General George win 
propels his small stable to new heights, and 
helps him compete with bigger stables. He 
spent the winter at Parx Racing with five 
horses, and expects that number to grow 
to 10 (maybe) by summer though he also 
knows it’s not an easy game. 

“The mega-stables or big trainers, they 
have everything set up for each horse 
because most of them are stakes winners,” 
said Carvajal, after being asked where his 
horse might run next. “But when you are a 
small stable you’ve got to decide where is 
best for your horse so you can win a race, 
then you have to see if they come back 
good. A big stable, it’s different.” 

Carvajal galloped horses in New York 
for Angel Penna Jr. and Leo O’Brien 
among others, then took a job with trainer 
Bob Durso in 1997. Carvajal, a native of 
Chile whose father was a jockey there, 
became Durso’s assistant but also pursued 
a back-up career as a pilot. 

“I was in Florida, working for Bobby 
in the mornings and I used to fly in the 
afternoons,” Carvajal said. “They offered 
me a job as a flight instructor at the school 
and I was going to take that and, that’s it, 
no more horses.” 

Durso wanted to retire, and convinced 
Carvajal to stay on with the plan of hand¬ 
ing over the stable and staying involved 
with a few horses. That happened in 2006, 
when Durso stepped away with health 
problems. He and Carvajal talked every 
day, the barn at Monmouth Park stiU flew 
an R.J. Durso sign and the owners backed 
the new arrangement.

“I thought it would be nice to see my 
name in the program, so that’s what I did,” 
Carvajal said. “I started training instead of 
flying.” 

Durso died of bone cancer in 2007. 
Carvajal and the clients stuck it out—he 
won five races in 2006, eight in 2007, a 
career-high 16 in 2008. Then he labored 
through some tough seasons before con¬ 
necting with Mamone and upgrading. 
Carvajal won 11 races in 2016, spent the 
winter at Parx and hopes to see a boost 
from the stable star. 

“I was 21 percent last year and you have 
to work very hard with what you’ve got to 
do that,” he said. ‘'A lot of clients tell me, 
"You know, you do so well with so little 
horses I don’t understand why you don’t 
have more clients.’ I don’t know. This horse 
wiU help me out, [winning] this race, name 
in the program. It will help me out.” 

Mamone raced Imperial Hint’s fourth- 
dam Castles Gift in the 1980s and bred 
much of the General George winner’s 
female family including his dam Royal 
Hint. She won two races at Philadelpha 
Park in 2003, and became a broodmare. 


The daughter of Lahint produced three 
winners, but no stars, and was tricky to get 
in foal when Mamone left her management 
to Shade Tree. While checking on another 
horse there for Mamone two years ago, 
Carvajal saw Imperial Hint. 

“You know that 2-year-old, from the 
mare you gave away? He’s smaU, but he’s 
nice looking,” Carvajal told his client. 

It’s funny now. As Carvajal said, “He 
ended up buying a horse from his own 
mare.” 

And got a graded stakes winner. 

ENCORE PERFORMANCE 
IN GRADE 2 BARBARA FRITCHIE 

On New Year’s Eve at Laurel, New 
York shippers High Ridge Road and By 
the Moon finished a half-length apart in 
the Thirty Eight Go Go Stakes. CaU that 
Act One. The play continued in the Grade 
2 Barbara Fritchie. Going 7 furlongs, com¬ 
pared to a mile seven weeks earlier, the 
5-year-old mares again delivered signature 
performances. 

High Ridge Road, trained by Linda Rice 
for Martin Schwartz, got the nod again- 


this time by a neck—but it wasn’t easy. High 
Ridge Road needed almost every step of 
the $300,000 race to get past her rival and 
win for the fifth time in 11 career starts 

Jockey Horacio Karamanos, now 4-for- 
4 on the winner, said the shorter distance 
nearly did him in as favorite By the Moon 
and second choice Wonder Gal were up 
front early. 

“Today, the horses to beat were in front 
of me so I couldn’t take any rest,” Kara¬ 
manos said. “I had to keep her busy. She 
started to give me a kick, just a little kick, 
a little kick, she doesn’t want to switch the 
leads right in the stretch so I had to work 
on her. After the eighth pole, I moved my 
fiUy to switch leads and she did it and she 
gave me another extra kick. Three jumps 
before [the wire] it didn’t look like I could 
win it, but I knew my fiUy was coming. I 
beat her on the wire, so I was lucky.” 

Bred in Kentucky, High Ridge Road 
collected her first graded stakes win and 
covered 7 furlongs in 1:22.50. Clothes Fall 
Off finished third in the field of eight. A 
daughter of Quality Road and the Devil’s 
Bag mare Detect, High Ridge Road hasn’t

lost at Laurel and has only lost twice (in 
stakes company) since moving to Rice’s 
barn from Chad Brown’s last winter. 

High Ridge Road, named for a busy 
thoroughfare in Schwartz’s home state of 
Connecticut, didn’t race as a 2-year-old 
and won once in five starts for Brown. She 
emerged with Rice last year to win twice at 
Laurel last spring and later finished second 
(beaten a nose) in the Grade 3 Go for 
Wand at Aqueduct in early December. 

Rice watched the Fritchie from the pad- 
dock at Aqueduct and leaned through the 
photo finish. 

“I thought when she got there that she 
got it by a head,” she said. “I had to watch 
the replay again to make sure. We’re just 
thrilled to get a Grade 2 win for this filly. 
The Barbara Fritchie has been a race that 
Fve wanted to win. I ran La Verdad in the 
Barbara Fritchie and she finished second; it 
was a little too far for her. It’s a thrill to win 
the race. It’s a prestigious race and it’s been 
around a long time. I’m also reaUy excited 
to get a Grade 2 win for this fiUy for her 
broodmare value and for Mr. Schwartz. 
He’s a great owner and he’s great for the 
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Maryland-bred 3-year-old 0 Dionysus stretches for the finish line In the 
Miracle Wood, his first stakes win at his home track after two tough defeats. 


game. He invests his money and Fm glad 
we could get such a great result.” 

BODHISATTVA CHARGES 
HOME IN CAMPBELL 

Bodhisattva is like some streets —one 
way. And there’s no sense changing direc¬ 
tion. 

The 5-year-old proved it again when 
he came from far back in a field of nine 
to win the $75,000 John B. Campbell over 
heavy favorite Page McKenney as part 
of the stakes-fiUed Feb. 18 card. Owned 
and trained by Jose Corrales, Bodhisattva 
needs the right race flow and got it in the 
IVs-mile Campbell—a race dating to 1954 
and counting among its previous winners 
all-timers Kelso, Mongo, In Reality, Broad 
Brush and Little Bold John. 

They would have been proud of the 
2017 winner, who lagged 16 or more 
lengths off the lead in last before looping 
past everyone to win by 3% lengths. Page 
McKenney settled for second after lead¬ 
ing briefly at the top of the stretch with 
Charitable Annuity third. 

“Some horses are just like that,” said 
Corrales of the one-run style. “I used to 
have horses back in Panama kind of do the 
same thing. They don’t usually do it here 
anymore. This horse can really run for one- 
sixteenth of a mile. He can fly at the end. 
At the beginning you don’t worry about it.” 

Corrales credited jockey Carlos 
Quinones with following instructions to 
help produce the victory, Bodhisattva’s 
sixth in 28 starts. 

“If you listen, you’ll ride this horse,” 
Corrales told Quinones before January’s 
Native Dancer, where Bodhisattva finished 
second to Page McKenney with a late 
run that came up a little short. Going a 
sixteenth of a mile more, the closing kick 
worked to perfection after fractions of 
:24.37, :47.76 and 1:12.73. 

“I just don’t want to see him close to 
another horse because it’s not going to 
benefit the horse at aU,” Corrales said. “I 
think this horse has got a big future and I 
think he’s as good as any horse if you ride 
him the right way.” 

Page McKenney—first or second in 10 
consecutive starts now—made an inside 
move to the front on the far turn, but 
flattened out late in his second start off a 
nine-month layoff 

“He tried hard,” said Karamanos. “The 
pace was a little weird today. I couldn’t get 
a good position out of the gate. I don’t like 
to stay between horses bumping a little bit 
because this turn is very sharp. If you’re 


not in a good position, somebody touches 
into you and you can go out. I found the 
rail opening for me and he came through. 
Top of the stretch, I said 4 got it.’ He took 
a little bit extra time to switch leads and 
gave me a kick, but the other horse was 
coming.” 

■ Trainer Gary Capuano stood in the win¬ 
ner’s circle and talked about O Dionysus 
after a 3-length win in the $75,000 Miracle 
Wood, but also thought about how differ¬ 
ent things might be for his 3-year-old colt. 
In December’s Marylander Stakes, the son 
of Bodemeister lost by a nose to Irish War 
Cry who won the Grade 2 Holy Bull in 
his next start to become a major player on 
the Kentucky Derby-Gl trail. In January’s 
Frank Whiteley, O Dionysus found more 
traffic than a beltway commuter behind a 
hay wagon when second to High Roller. 

“Killer, that hurts,” Capuano said of the 
Marylander loss. 

“I can still picture that in my mind,” the 
trainer said of the Whiteley. “It was just a 
brutal trip.” 

This time, O Dionysus put both losses 
behind him and aimed squarely at bigger 
things. 

The Maryland-bred waited while sixth 
of eight early, then pounced on High 
Roller after 6 furlongs in 1:13.68 before 
kicking away late under Jevian Toledo. 
The 4-5 favorite ran the last quarter in 


:23.38 to get his third win in eight starts. 
Everybodyluvsrudy finished second with 
No More Talk third. 

Peter Angelos’ Marathon Farms bought 
the winner for $190,000 at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic’s fall yearling sale in 2015 and 
has thus far seen a return of $171,272 off 
three wins, three seconds and a third in 
seven starts. Bred by Dark Hollow Farm, 
O Dionysus is a half-brother to stakes 
horses Joy and Combat Diver and from the 
family of Hall of Famer Safely Kept. 

“I know they were excited about this 
horse from the start and he’s paying off,” 
said Capuano. “It’s a shame he didn’t get 
those last two, because you need aU the 
wins you can get from these horses. You 
like to get that investment back.” 

■ Maryland’s favorite 3-year-old fiUy (in 
name and form) Crabcakes settled for 
second in the Wide Country Stakes, her 
first defeat in four starts, as the more- 
experienced China Grove kicked past in 
the stretch to win by 1A lengths. 

Making her ninth start, and seventh in a 
stakes, the winner came from just off the 
pace while angling outside off the turn to 
catch Crabcakes with a furlong to go. 

Trained in Kentucky by Ben Colebrook 
for owner/breeder Katherine Ball, 
China Grove won her debut last April at 
Keeneland and placed in two stakes last 
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Around the Ovals l^aurel Park

year. The Wide Country was her first start 
since November. 

Jockey Kendrick Carmouche followed 
instructions to keep his filly covered up 
early and it paid off. 

“I had pretty much a perfect trip,” the 
jockey said. “I was just wanting the two 
horse [Crabcakes] to maintain her position 
and get out in front of me where I could 
have a target. That was the only horse I was 
considering the last quarter-of-a-mile who 
could run with me. I just knew my horse 
had run against better horses.” 

■ In the stakes opener, the Maryland 
Racing Media, owner Matt Schera’s Winter 
won for the fourth time in five starts since 
switching to trainer Cal Lynch’s barn last 
fall. The gray 4-year-old fiUy let Bawlmer 
Hon set the early pace before taking over 
late in the 1 Vi 6-mile race to win by 4Va 
lengths. 

The 3-1 second choice combined with 
24-1 Bawlmer Hon and 42-1 Love Came 
to Town to complete the exacta ($118) 
and trifecta ($959.60) as favorite Wait 
Your Turn finished fifth. Show prices for 
Winter, Bawlmer Hon and Love Came to 
Town were $11, $46.40 and $80.20 respec¬ 
tively. Winter paid $8.20 to win. 

Bred by Adena Springs, Winter is by 
Awesome Again out of the Grade 1 stakes- 
placed Maryland-bred mare Down (by Mr. 
Greeley). Trevor McCarthy was aboard for 
the win. 

NOTES: Born Feb. 19, 2013, Imperial 
Hint won on his birthday... Laurel handled 
more than $4.9 million on the day, billed 


as the annual Winter Carnival in the face 
of 65-degree temperatures. Spht into two 
days (Saturday for the Fritchie and Monday 
for the General George) in past years, the 
single day handle nearly eclipsed last year’s 
total from the two days combined. . .

Repetitive Action 

Named for a mathematical term, 

Sine Wave rolls to second straight win

T rainer Ben Perkins Jr. has earned a 
reputation through the years for his 
prowess in developing young horses. 
The Medford, N.J., resident, who 
learned his craft from his father, Ben Per¬ 
kins Sr., unleashes many talented young¬ 
sters each summer at Monmouth Park. A 
number developed into stakes winners, 
including graded winners Wild Gams, 
Wildcat Heir, Delaware Township, Stormy 
Pick, Storm Tower and Rainbow Heir. 

A graduate of the prestigious Wharton 
School of Business at the University of 
Pennsylvania, Perkins also has a keen eye 
for picking out 2-year-olds at auction, as 
evidenced by his selection of the filly Sine 
Wave. Purchased out of last year’s OBS 
April sale for $100,000 on behalf of owner 
Jeremiah Kane, his former classmate at 
Wharton, the Kentucky-bred daughter of 
Big Brown out of the Cuvee mare Curlina, 
zipped her presale workout in : 10.20 to 
catch Perkins’ attention. 

“We watched her work, my owner 
always liked Big Brown, and she was a 
strikingly good-looking filly,” Perkins said. 
“She’s very feminine looking with a beauti¬ 
ful head, and very weU-balanced, so you 
put it aU together and it reaUy was a no- 
brainer that we would bid on her.” 

After purchasing Sine Wave, whose 
name is a mathematical term that describes 
a repetitive curve, Perkins sent her to Parx 
Racing, where he has had stalls the last 
few years. 

“She just needed a little time off after 
the sale,” he said. “We gave her a 45-day 
break, but she stayed at the track and then 
resumed training.” 

Perkins picked out a 6-furlong maid¬ 
en special weight at Laurel Park in mid- 
December for Sine Wave’s debut. Sent off 
as the third choice in a field of 10, Sine 
Wave rallied in the stretch to win by a head 
over Lift Up. 


“She ran a little greenly, but turning for 
home she leveled out and dug in,” Perkins 
said. “We were very happy with her effort.” 

An allowance race at 7 furlongs at Parx 
was selected for Sine Wave’s next start Feb. 
4. Sent off as the favorite against six rivals. 
Sine Wave broke slowly and awkwardly and 
then seemed to have trouble grabbing hold 
of the racetrack. Jockey Mychel Sanchez 
let her settle, guided her to the rail, stayed 
on the inside and gradually poked her head 
in front after a half-mile. 

Once she took the lead, she extended 
to win by IVa lengths over Candycoated 
Dame. 

Sine Wave’s dam, Curlina, finished 
second in Belmont Park’s Vagrancy 
Handicap-G2 and earned $161,537. Sine 
Wave is her first foal. 

Perkins also sent out a winner Feb. 21 
when R Jolley Dreamer won for owners 
Roberta McAllister and Kevin Cassidy. 

■ After placing fourth in his first three 
starts. Pewter Stable and SardeUo Racing 
Stable’s Spirit Special put it all together in a 
$50,000 maiden special weight Feb. 4. 

Trainer Kate DeMasi purchased Spirit 
Special at last year’s OBS June sale of 
2-year-olds for $57,000. The son of 
Ghostzapper is one of five winners from 
six starters out of Speciality, a winning 
daughter of Carson City who has also 
produced graded stakes-placed Grizzled 
Robert. They are from the family of Grade 
1 winner and sire Concern. 

I Trainer David Dotolo may win only a 
few races each season, but when he does 
he often lights up the toteboard. 

Dotolo’s first winner of the year 
came Jan. 21, when he saddled A and J 
Racing Stable’s Ice Cold Cash to upset 
a 5y2-furlong claiming race. The son of 
Pennsylvania stallion Stonecoldbroke led 


nearly aU the way under apprentice Lery 
Pinero to return $35.40. 

Dotolo’s supporters were generous¬ 
ly rewarded Jan. 31 when he sent out 
Repentant, owned and bred by Northcote 
Stable, to a huge upset in a 6-furlong 
claimer, also under Pinero. The 7-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred son of Ecclesiastic 
defeated 11 rivals by jumping out to the 
lead and never looking back, returning 
$109.20. 

A native of Malden, Mass., Dotolo came 
to Parx in the mid-1990s after learning his 
craft from top New England trainer Dan 
Hasbany. Dotolo’s main owner through 
the years has been Robert Gordon, who 
races under the Northcote Stable banner. 
Gordon, a real-estate investor who hails 
from New Hampshire, was the owner of 
the former Nashua Mail in Nashua. 

Dotolo saddled two of his best run¬ 
ners for Northcote, the homebred fillies 
Grandma Pat, who annexed the Revidere 
Stakes at Monmouth Park in 1998, and 
Vikki Slew, winner of the Steve Van Buren 
Handicap at Philadelphia Park in 2001. 

NOTES: Ten Strike Racing, last year’s 
leading owner at Parx run by Marshall 
Gramm and Clay Sanders, picked up where 
it left off in 2016 with five wins from 
20 starters through February. Ten Strike 
won two races Feb. 25, scoring with J R 
Jellybean in the fourth and Leitrim in the 
10th. Both horses were trained by Juan 
Carlos Guerrero, who handles aU of Ten 
Strike’s runners at the Bensalem course. . . 
One of 2016’s top claims. Because He Can, 
resumed his winning ways in 2017 with a 
game score Feb. 18 in a starter allowance 
at 614 furlongs. Trainer Michelle Castillo 
dropped the claim slip last September for 
$8,000 for Because He Can on behalf of 
Logo Racing Stables, taking him from 
Odin Londono Jr. After the claim, the 
gelding won three in a row, including two 
starter allowance races, and earned $79,860 
since September. ^

Welcome back 

Baffert-owned Pennsylvania-bred 
The Man wins allowance for Servis

T he last time Jill Baffert and Bernie 
Schiappa’s The Man was seen was 
March 22, 2015, when he dominated 
a maiden special weight at Santa Anita Park 
for Baffert’s husband, HaU of Fame trainer 
Bob Baffert. 

That day, the son of Ecclesiastic led 
from start to finish in the 5V2-furlong race. 
Hopes were high for the future of the 
gelding, but he went to the sidehnes for 
nearly two years. 

In the meantime. The Man had a 
change of scenery and a new barn. He 
made the cross-country trek to Parx Racing 
and trainer John Servis, and recorded his 
first workouts there in January and early 
February, prior to making his comeback 
Feb. 15 at Penn National. 

Facing fellow Pennsylvania-breds for 
the first time. The Man was dispatched 
at even money and displayed the pizzazz 
he had shown in California. He burst out 
of the gate and battled between two rivals 
through the first quarter-mile, eventually 
shaking clear and establishing a 2-length 
lead around the far turn. The Man turned 
for home with his ears pricked and came 
down the stretch with the others trying to 
rally. Jorge Vargas Jr. hand-rode to the wire, 
which The Man reached 4 lengths in front 
of Gurt Boys in 1:10.90. 

It was the second victory from five life¬ 
time starts for The Man, and the $19,980 
he earned pushed his bankroll to $71,750. 

Bred by Glenn Brok, who owns 
Diamond B Farm in Mohrsville, Pa., with 
his wife, Becky, The Man was first offered 
for sale at the farm’s annual yearling open 
house, with no takers. Three trainers 
expressed interest in the colt, but he went 
unsold, prompting Brok to take him to the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall yearling sale at 
Timonium, Md., but he failed to meet his 
reserve. 

Soon after the sale, Brok was approached 
by pinhooker Rod McVey, who inquired 


about colts for sale, as he needed to buy 
some to fill orders for clients. 

“I told Rod about the Ecclesiastic colt 
and asked him whether he wanted to do 
a deal, and we went 50-50 on him,” Brok 
said. 

The Man went to Florida for his early 
preparation, and the partners consigned 
him to Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s May 2-year- 
old sale. McVey noted that he had been 
working well and liked him very much. 
Despite a stiff wind and slow track. The 
Man put on a performance that attracted 
attention. Once in the ring, Baffert was 
the winning bidder at $115,000, with New 
York-based trainer Gary Contessa as the 
underbidder. 

“I know Baffert was pretty excited 
about him, and we were really happy, too,” 
said Brok. “I always thought he was a nice 
colt from the time he was a foal. As he 
grew, he had good balance, a good eye, 
great head and shoulder, and he was very 
correct. He also had a big, smooth, flow¬ 
ing walk.” 

The Man’s return to Pennsylvania is a 
boon for Brok, who also stood Ecclesiastic 
and will be the beneficiary of the higher 
40-percent breeder awards for a horse sired 
by a Pennsylvania stallion, which began in 
January. 

The Man’s dam. Shorty’s Epiphany (by 
Northern Afleet), never raced due to an 
early injury, but is a half-sister to multiple 
stakes winner Rodeo Licious. Her dam. 
Shorty’s Promise, was one of the first 
mares bought by the Broks when they 
started their farm. 

■ Citrine Harbor rewarded the patience 
of owner/breeder Dr. William Riddle Jr. 
and trainer Flint Stites with a blowout vic¬ 
tory in an allowance for Pennsylvania-bred 
3-year-old fillies Feb. 10. 

The daughter of Rockport Harbor and 
the Clever Trick mare Miss Gemstone 
arrived in Stites’ barn last year. 


“I’ve known Dr. Riddle for quite some 
time, and done [veterinary] work for him, 
and he just sent me a couple of horses,” 
said Stites, like Riddle an equine veterinar¬ 
ian. Riddle operates Cecil Vet Clinic in Port 
Deposit, Md. 

Stites said that when he began training 
Citrine Harbor, he became immediately 
aware that she had an issue. 

“She had a serious problem with the 
starting gate,” said Stites. “We had a trou¬ 
ble getting her to the gate, and getting her 
into the gate.” 

Stites and his staff worked with the 
fiUy and eventually she overcame, to a 
large extent, her gate phobia. That was 
evident in her Jan. 7 debut, when she broke 
well, came from off the pace in a state- 
bred maiden special weight, and won by 
31/2 lengths over another first-time starter, 
lain’tnosizetwo, who flipped in the post 
parade. 

Stites brought Citrine Harbor back Jan. 
27 in a state-bred allowance at 5y2 furlongs 
where she just missed winning by a nose 
to Overhear. That set her up nicely for the 
victory Feb. 10, in which she was attempt¬ 
ing two-turns for the first time. 

The gray stalked the pace in hand under 
Jeremy Rose while racing well off the rail, 
then reeled in early leader Rhinestone 
Cowgirl and steadily drew away, coast¬ 
ing home 8 lengths better than Wildcat 
Cartridge in 1:45.08 for the 1 mile and 70 
yards. The winner improved her record to 
two wins from three starts, and $46,620. 

NOTES: Brushwood Stable’s homebred 
Malibu Moon filly Keep the Magic, trained 
by Bernie Houghton, benefitted from her 
four prior outings and displayed a power¬ 
ful turn of foot down the stretch to defeat 
a group of Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-old 
fillies Feb. 18. Keep the Magic’s dam. Trail 
Magic, is a half-sister to Grade 1 winner 
and millionaire Sweet Talker and graded 
stakes winner Silver Medallion. . . Former 
exercise rider Courtney Sarson recorded 
the first victory of her young training 
career when she saddled Richard Pesce’s 
Timetogivein in the second race Feb. 24. 
The 5-year-old Margie’s Wildcat gelding 
was the sixth starter for Sarson, who hails 
from the Grantville, Pa., area. #

Will less equal more? 

Business fares well in first two months 
as state adjusts to new racing schedule

CharWe McIntosh brought years of experience to Charles Town’s racing office in 2010. 


C harlie McIntosh has firsthand knowl¬ 
edge of the good and bad in running 
a racing operation. 

After being part of the successful 
transition from Latonia Race Course to 
Turfway Park after the Northern Kentucky 
racetrack changed hands in the mid-1980s, 
McIntosh got an unsoHcited call from 
Alabama and was offered a job over¬ 
seeing the racing program at the new 
Birmingham Race Course. In retrospect, 
it proved daunting despite a lot of fanfare. 

“We started out aggressively based on 
projections with a high purse structure, 
and $100,000 a day in 1987 was a lot of 
dollars,” McIntosh said. “[The owners] 
wanted the best racing in the country, but 
we knew that wouldn’t be totally feasible. 
That kind of drove the numbers to try to 
fulfill expectations. 

“They overbuilt the facility at $84 mil- 
hon. It would have worked had they started 
on a lower scale and they built it up if need 
be. It didn’t take long for everyone to real¬ 
ize business couldn’t support the purse 
structure. The last few months, purses 
were $40,000 a day with a $5.6 million 
overpayment.” 

There were some positives in the years 
before the final Thoroughbred meeting 
in 1995 at Birmingham, which continued 
on as a Greyhound and simulcast facihty. 
McIntosh said Birmingham was the first 
track in the country to merge pools with 
Santa Anita Park in 1991, and among the 
first to offer multiple simulcast signals as 
part of its wagering menu. 

On the racing-office side, McIntosh 
learned there was interest in the Birming¬ 
ham product from horsemen-just not the 
ones management originally targeted. 

“I was pleasantly surprised,” he said. 
“Looking at the map there was a tre¬ 
mendous amount of breeders and own¬ 
ers in those non-pari-mutuel states in the 
Southeast, and those people especially sup¬ 
ported our program after we cut purses.” 

Fast forward to 2010, when McIntosh 
landed a gig in the racing office at Holly¬ 
wood Casino at Charles Town Races and 
eventually took over as racing secretary in 
2012. Charles Town has far more history 
than Birmingham, but the last 10 years 
or so have been challenging even though 
the racing and breeding industry in West 
Virginia derives revenue from video lottery 
terminals and table games. 

Because of legislature-ordered shifts in 
purse money and gaming competition in 
neighboring states over the last 10 years, 
total purses at Charles Town have dropped

from more than |40 million a year to about 
$23 million. Racing dates, which were at a 
minimum of 220 roughly five years ago, 
are down to 166 this year upon agree¬ 
ment from the Charles Town Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association. 

Coupled with a drop in the number of 
mares bred in West Virginia and a sharp 
drop in the national foal crop from 2007- 
11, filling races isn’t easy. 

“There are a lot less horses around 
here,” McIntosh said. “We’ve reduced rac¬ 
ing dates from 235 a year to 166, and that’s 
stiU too much. Given the model with race¬ 
track casinos, purses should be a function 
of the number of days you run. It seems 
logical to me to run less days. 

“We’re selling a product nationally, and 
if it’s not putting out full fields and quahty. 


it’s frustrating. In the Mid-Atlantic region 
there is too much racing; everybody has 
short fields. What’s the solution? Breed 
more horses?” 

Fortunately at Charles Town, manage¬ 
ment and the Charles Town HBPA have 
had a much healthier working relationship 
in recent years, so much so that the horse¬ 
men’s group has agreed to reductions in 
the number of racing programs so long as 
the track maintains a year-round schedule. 
Horsemen have argued, however, there’s 
not much room left for further cuts. 

Before the advent of racetrack casi¬ 
nos in neighboring Pennsylvania, Charles 
Town was among the highest in the region 
for average daily purses, and because of 
that horse vans from other states were a 


common sight every racing night. That’s 
not the case now. 

“The reduction in the number of ship- 
ins from even two years ago is dramatic,” 
McIntosh said. “We used to be at 30 per¬ 
cent to 40 percent shippers per card.” 

The number of mares bred in West 
Virginia peaked at more than 1,200 in 
2005. It was down more than 40 percent 
by 2016, according to The Jockey Club 
statistics, but has remained fairly level for 
the past six years. 

West Virginia-bred runners are key 
to the Charles Town racing program, as 
McIntosh noted there are more state-bred 
races now than ever. 

“We’re very dependent on them right 
now,” he said. “Last year we were running 
three nights a week [early in the season]

instead of four now. Three a week makes 
it manageable but it’s still not an easy task. 
There’s not much you can really do. You 
can try this race or that race in the condi¬ 
tion book, but you’re really just moving 
horses from one category to another.” 

In a change from previous years, 
Charles Town will offer four programs a 
week through May, then three a week until 
the end of the year. Eight races rather than 
nine are typically carded during four-night 
weeks. 

On the pari-mutuel end, business has 
been pretty good given the circumstances, 
according to Erich Zimny, Charles Town’s 
vice president of racing operations. 

For the first two months of 2017, total 
handle on live races was up 60.82 percent 
to $28.72 million from $17.86 million for 
January and February last year, according 
to statistics provided by Charles Town. 
Average handle per race increased 2.79 
percent to $124,886 from $121,500, a good 
sign given the fact there were 83 more 
races this year versus 2016 and because 
average field size dropped 18.8 percent to 
7.27 from 8.95 last winter. 

“Though February, the amount of 
handle produced per starter is up more 
than 26 percent year over year,” Zimny 
said. “Obviously we’re not happy with the 
diminishment in field size but, in light of 
that, it’s tough to not be very happy with 
where we’re at from a pari-mutuel stand¬ 
point so far this year.” 

Charles Town is gearing up for its big¬ 
gest program of the year featuring the 
ninth running of the $1.25 million Charles 
Town Classic-G2 April 22. McIntosh said 
he attended the Jan. 28 Pegasus World 
Cup Invitational-G1 at Gulfstream Park 


to begin recruiting horses for the IVs-mile 
race. 

McIntosh said Stanford, the 2016 win¬ 
ner, and Imperative, who captured the 
Classic in 2014, may return this year. 

“Interest in the race is pretty good,” he 
said. “One of the things with aU the dif¬ 
ferent races out there is we may not know 
[the field] until the night before. It can be 
frustrating when you put up $1.25 million 
and see horses go to another race, but 
we’re definitely aggressive with it. 

“Some years are not so good, and some 
years are very good-I don’t care what race 
it is.” 

■ Charles Town has become the first race¬ 
track to reach a memorandum of under¬ 
standing with EquiLottery, a game that 
would link live horse racing with state- or 
province-operated lotteries. But whether 
the agreement becomes active hinges on 
action by the West Virginia legislature. 

EquiLottery, introduced in 2014, would 
employ the results of horse races to deter¬ 
mine the winners of quick-pick games that 
could be available at outlets that sell lottery 
tickets. Half of each $2 ticket would go 
toward prizes, and 80 percent of the rest to 
lottery operations in each jurisdiction that 
approves the games. 

The primary attraction for racing is 
exposure. Players would be able to watch 
the races online or via mobile app and 
each ticket would come with a voucher that 
could be redeemed for food and beverage, 
for example, at a racetrack. 

EquiLottery hasn’t been approved in 
any state or province, either via legisla¬ 
tion or the blessing of a lottery corpora¬ 
tion, but horsemen’s groups and tracks in 


some jurisdictions have shown interest. 
The game has been discussed at several 
West Virginia Racing Commission meet¬ 
ings over the last year and a half, but noth¬ 
ing has materialized. 

“There has to be legislation passed for 
this to become operative,” Zimny said. 
“This is an agreement between [Charles 
Town] and EquiLottery on how we convey 
content to them and what the economics 
would be. There are still steps that need to 
be undertaken.” 

Half of the broadcast rights fee would 
go to Charles Town and the other half to 
the horsemen’s purse account. 

■ The Charles Town HPBA and Moun¬ 
taineer HBPA have been watching with 
interest legislation in the state Senate that 
would in effect “decouple” Greyhound 
racing from casinos at two dog tracks. 
Unlike last year, there is no companion 
language for Thoroughbred racing, but the 
groups nonetheless are on alert. 

The Senate bill would amend an exist¬ 
ing statute that would transfer aU money 
that goes to purses and a breed develop¬ 
ment fund for Greyhounds to the Excess 
Lottery Revenue Fund for other uses. It 
also would eliminate requirements that an 
applicant for a dog-racing license race a 
minimum number of dates, offer live rac¬ 
ing to receive simulcasts, and hold a racing 
license to operate VLTs or table games. 

An accompanying fiscal note sets the 
estimated total revenue for the state at 
$15.04 million in 2018 should the two 
tracks no longer be required to fund or 
even offer dog racing. 

A similar effort came up short during

Fout eyes repeat 
of banner season 

Trainer, jump racing shift gears to 2017

oug Fout slaps Hank on the ass. 

“Go on home, go on.” 

Reins around the horn of the 
western saddle, the mud-stained Appendix 
Quarter Horse meanders around the bend 
of the narrow horse path, woods to his 
left, grass paddocks to his right, open space 
anywhere he wants and walks back to the 
barn. Three racehorses follow, a safe dis¬ 
tance behind the free-walking pony. 

It’s the end of an unseasonably warm 
March morning. Six sets done and dust¬ 
ed—freelance riders bolt for their cars 
as former champion jump jockey and 
now assistant. Matt McCarron, holds a 
horse for an X-ray and apprentice jockey 
Brendan Crowley sweeps the courtyard. 
Fout entered a couple for the Blue Ridge 
Point-to-Point on the weekend, signaling 
the beginning of another steeplechase sea¬ 
son that will start on a cold day in Virginia 
in March and finish in the waning light in 
South Carolina in November. 

Fout turns and walks toward his Kubota 
tractor to harrow his undulating sand train¬ 
ing track in the heart of Virginia horse 
country between Middleburg and The 
Plains. Fout set up Goose Creek Stable 
here 20 years ago. 

“Has it been that long?” Fout asks, 
knowing it’s been all that and more. 

After a successful, if not sensational, 
riding career, Fout and his wife Beth began 
this journey, going from galloping for 
Font’s father to galloping their own (Beth 
stiU rides two racehorses each morning 
while Doug has relented to the pony) and 
have made it work for two decades through 
bullish years and bust years, champions 


and chumps. Along the way, they’ve raised 
twins, Dunn and Caroline, who graduate 
college this spring. 

“Unless you’ve done something else 
which I hadn’t, there weren’t many other 
options,” Fout said. “I didn’t want to work 
for my dad the rest of my life.” 

Son of trainer and race-meet director, 
Paul, and all-around-horsewoman. Eve, 
Doug has kept that legacy going. Paul Fout 
died in 2005, and Eve followed in 2007. By 
training a select string of steeplechase and 
flat horses, by serving as race chairman for 
the Middleburg Spring Races and as vice 
president of the National Steeplechase 
Association, Doug is extending a family’s 
life with horses. 

“Mom bought this property and helped 
build the track, quite awhile ago, now that 
I think about it. We’ve come a long way. 
When Mom bought this place, it was 3 feet 
in weeds,” Fout said. “You learn what you 
can do and what you can’t do on this track. 
We do intervals, gallop 2Vs miles and finish 
up that hill three times, work a good five- 
eighths tomorrow.” 

The track, shaped like a high-top sneak¬ 
er and nestled between The Plains Road 
(paved) and Rock Hill Mill Road (gravel), 
winds up and down, gently. Schooling 
fences are set up on an inside branch, they 
pivot on wheels so the ground can be har¬ 
rowed. The whole place represents Font’s 
meticulous approach, you can see his con¬ 
stant mechanical tinkering in aU facets of 
the operation. 

The 59-year-old trainer prepares 19 
horses for the upcoming steeplechase sea¬ 
son. Coming off a stellar season last year 


when he placed third behind powerhous¬ 
es Jack Fisher and Cyril Murphy on the 
National Steeplechase Association circuit, 
Fout expects—hopes —for similar produc¬ 
tion in 2017. 

Of course, with that optimism, comes 
realism. 

“When you finish a year like last year 
it’s worth riding it out, I had some golden 
years, when we had Hirapour (Ire), Gliding 
(NZ) and horses like that. I had owners 
who every time a good horse got hurt, 
they’d buy another one,” Fout said, rat¬ 
tling off three owners who are either dead 
or out of the sport. “But I’ve been in the 
game long enough to know you’ve got to 
ride the times, we had a couple of average 
years.” 

Average is one way to put it—Fout went 
O-for-19 in 2000. Golden is one way to put 
it as well—Fout went 23-for-145 in 2007 
during a skein of five seasons that banked 
more than $3.3 million and produced 
champion steeplechaser Hirapour in 2004. 

Last year landed somewhere in the 
middle as Fout produced 17 wins from 103 
starts, good for $505,485 in earnings. 

“I’ve seen up and down and I’ve seen a 
lot of my friends have up and down years, 
the only reason you stay is because you 
love the game, as long as you can hang on 
and don’t starve to death, you can make it,” 
Fout said. “I’ve got a little family money 
behind me so I can survive, it’s awful tough 
to do it just on training, you’ve got to have 
a couple of good horses or you’ve got to 
do something else. I’ve got a good group, 
some exciting horses, but it’s definitely a 
roller coaster.” 

Longtime client Peggy Steinman has 
helped to keep the cart on the tracks for 
decades while Tennessean Gigi Lazenby 
has helped push the recent ups on the ride. 
Last season, Hardrock Eleven produced 
more than $100,000 while picking up 
lucrative scores at Saratoga and Belmont 
Park. Help From Heaven earned a win at 
Saratoga. Newcomer Canadian Gold won 
two out of three. 

“If Gigi didn’t come along, I was about 
ready to retire,” said Fout, who mentions 
the family’s ranch in Montana as an alter¬ 
native to most issues. “Pleasant Woodman 
was a claimer and we won a couple of 
stakes and now Gigi has five to seven 
horses with us, she’s given me some fresh 
horses that can win races and she’s willing 
to do more, to keep the quality up. If she’s 
going to keep the quality up. I’m fine.” 
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Beth Fout and So Far Away lead a set out for a jog on the sand track. The others (with riders) 
are Pure Deal (Brendan Crowley), Secret Reward (Zoe Valvo) and Mr Fine Threads (Sam Cockburn).

With Canadian Gold on the shelf until 
fall, Fout knows he needs the likes of 
novice stakes winner Hardrock Eleven and 
Virginia-bred Cryptos’ Holiday, second in 


the 2015 Jamestown Stakes at Laurel Park, 
to keep the lights on. 

“Hardock’s going to have to carry us. 
Perfect Union is always there, he’s been 


fun. The ratings races (the NSA’s new 
handicap division) saved him. Cryptos’ 
Holiday is my golden gem,” Fout said as 
the bay gelding galloped past. “It’s so satis- 
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fying when you can take a young horse and 
do well with him; take Canadian Gold, it 
just shows you when you get a nice horse, 
what you can do and the satisfaction you 
get from it, that’s what Fm most proud of” 
Developing young horses, maintaining 
a training career for 20-plus years and giv¬ 
ing back to a sport, which survives on its 
loyalists, would be top three from most 
observers’ points of view 

Fout is the quintessential steeplechase 
loyalist. Family got him into it, cultivating 
a love to ride and nurturing a love for the 
sport, which in turn fosters a career, a life. 
That’s steeplechasing for you. Horses com¬ 
pete on the racetrack while horsemen will 
the sport to survive, serving in the board- 
room of the charities that fund the game 
or driving the tractor on the fields that host 
the game. Frequently both. 

Fout wouldn’t have it any other way. 
For himself As for his children, well, he’s 
pushed them out of the steeplechase nest. 


Caroline graduates from Hobart/William 
Smith and Dunn graduates from Sewanee 
University this spring. Their graduations 
fall on the same day (Doug is going to 
Caroline’s while Beth is going to Dunn’s). 

“It’s sad that neither one of my children 
is going to take it over, but it’s my fault, I 
never encouraged them,” Fout said. “It 
would be nice to keep the generations 
going but let’s be blunt about it, if you 
don’t have money yourself like Jack does, 
or I do, or (Tom) Voss did or have a con¬ 
tract like Cyril with Irv (Naylor), if you 
don’t have backing of your own, this is a 
tough game to stay alive.” 

Yes, a tough game to stay alive but that’s 
the addicting part, right? Stay alive, win 
races, lose races, be challenged, get frus¬ 
trated, live and die, fall and rise. 

Fout laughed. 

“The most fun part about training is it 
makes you get up in the morning and every 
day, you learn something, about the horses 


and the people who work for you,” Fout 
said. “I don’t care how much you know or 
how much you think you know, some days 
are awesome, some days are steady and 
some days are just —, when nothing goes 
right, a groom’s not happy, a rider’s not 
happy, a horse gets hurt. Then you get up 
the next morning and everything’s perfect. 
That’s life, I guess.” 

By the end of the morning, life goes on. 
Hank is secure in his stall and Fout waves 
his right hand from the steering wheel of 
his tractor-another daily circuit of his 
track ends as the yearly circuit of juim 
racing begins. H

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Fisher barn loaded again

T rainer Jack Fisher won 26 races last 
year to claim his 10 th NS A training 
championship. The Marylander looks 
poised to give it another run in 2017 with 
a farm fuU of horses (Locust HiU in Butler 
has 30 stalls, and Fisher counted 31 horses 
in mid-March) and plenty of targets. 

Scorpiancer (Ire) will again work in 
the stakes division and could be a force 
after winning a Grade 1 and placing in 
three others in 2016. AU told, he was first, 
second or third in six of seven starts last 
year-bypassing a start in the season-end¬ 
ing Colonial Cup-Gl in favor of a break. 

Owned by Bruton Street-US, the 8-year- 
old won his first two American starts in 
2015 to begin a climb to the top of the 
division. Three times in 2016 he finished 


behind eventual steeplechase champion 
Rawnaq (Ire), who will miss the year with 
an injury. 

Fisher wiU aim for the Temple Gwath- 
mey-G3 in April as a springboard to the 
$200,000 Iroquois-Gl in May. 

The son of Scorpion (Ire) will have 
company, just from within the barn as 
Grade 1 winner Mr. Hot Stuff eyes anoth¬ 
er comeback for owner GiU Johnston. 
Unraced since 2015, the son of Tiznow 
and fuU-brother to Travers-G1 winner 
Colonel John started in the 2009 Kentucky 
Derby-Gl and has enjoyed some banner 
days as a steeplechaser as well. Mr. Hot 
Stuff, 11, won twice in 2011, twice more in 
2013 (including the A.P. Smithwick-Gl at 


Saratoga) and lost the 2015 Iroquois by a 
neck to Demonstrative. 

Fisher loves having the long-legged 
Kentucky-bred back in the barn. 

“He’s just a cool horse to have around,” 
said the trainer. “He’s a mint whore to 
begin with. He attacks you for a mint, tries 
to bite you, beat you up.” 

Beyond that charming personality, 
which actually is charming, Mr. Hot Stuff 
brings plenty of ability. 

“I schooled him the other day myself 
and he’s was wonderful,” Fisher said in 
mid-March. “That’s saying something if he 
can carry me down there. I’m hooking him 
in the mouth and he’s saying, ‘OK, we got 
this, come on.’ ” 

Fisher wiU also have Hinterland (Fr) 
for top-tier stakes, and another group for 
the next rung led by Selection Sunday, 
Choral Society and possibly Schoodic. Top 
returning novices Ice It and Signature 
Look wiU be active early while 2016 novice 
champion Special Skills steps into open 
company-perhaps in the handicap hurdle 
at the new Tryon meet AprU 15.

Over the hill from Fisher’s yard, Cyril 
Murphy trains a typically deep roster head¬ 
ed by 2015 champion Dawalan (Fr) who 
attempts to return to the races after miss¬ 
ing last year entirely The 7-year-old made 
just three American starts two seasons 
ago—and won two—to wrestle the cham¬ 
pionship away from a group of rivals. 
Looking to defend that crown in 2016, the 
son of Azamour (Ire) suffered a tendon 
injury in a pre-season prep and spent the 
year on the bench. Owner Irv Naylor 
and Murphy didn’t miss a beat however, 
and won the title with Rawnaq (Ire). This 
time around, Dawalan gets his chance 
as Rawnaq wiU miss 2017 with an injury 
suffered while prepping for a start at 
England’s Cheltenham Festival. 

The target, the Iroquois, is obvious. The 
path there, less so. 

“We’re going day by day,” said Murphy, 
who won 17 races from just 53 starts in 
2016. “He’s training every day and he’s 
been doing plenty, but you’ve got to be 100

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percent, 110 percent, to run in the races 
he’s going to run in. You can’t get away 
with missing a little bit of fitness in those 
races. He’s good, but we have no particular 
plan. If he’s where he needs to be, you’ll 
see him this spring. If not, we can wait.” 

Murphy also brings along stakes vet¬ 
eran Charminster (Ire), a Grade 2 winner 
in 2016 with three American wins. The 
11 -year-old wiU aim for the David Semmes 
Memorial-G2 at the Virginia Gold Cup 
meet in early May. Top mare One Lucky 
Lady (GB) aims for the Margaret Henley 
filly/mare stakes at the Iroquois. 

Naylor won his sixth NS A owners’ 
championship (in seven years) last sea¬ 
son-while setting a single-season record 
for earnings at $997,600-and will be dif¬ 
ficult to get past again. 

Colonial Cup-Gl winner Top Striker 
aims to make a point in the open stakes 
division for South Carolina-based Arch 
Kingsley and owners Sue and George 
Sensor. The Maryland-bred won twice in 


2016 and was the only horse to finish in 
front of Rawnaq. 

Pennsylvania trainer Ricky Hendriks 
imported Simenon (Ire) for Rosbrian 
Farm. The 10-year-old placed in group 
stakes as a flat horse and has won five 
Irish hurdle races. In November, he was 
fifth in the Grade 1 Morgiana Hurdle 
at Punches town, behind 2016 Iroquois 
starter Nichols Canyon (GB). 

While she doesn’t have the firepow¬ 
er of Fisher or Murphy, Pennsylvanian 
Leslie Young won seven races in 2016 and 
brings back several players including 2016 
winners Andi’amu (Fr), Maserati (Brz), 
Jamarjo (Ire) and Pols tar (Fr). Newcomer 
L’Aigle Royal (Ger) won an English handi¬ 
cap hurdle last fall. 

Hall of Famer Jonathan Sheppard 
weathered a down, for him, year in 2016 
with just nine wins. Historically, that’s 
meant a big rebound but he’ll have to do it 
without a big name as his open-stakes hors¬ 
es are veterans Parker’s Project, Martini 


Brother and All the Way Jose. Maiden win¬ 
ners from 2016-Castle HiU, Alcazar de 
Maram and As You Like It—pack plenty of 
potential however. 

LOOKING AT TIMBER 
DIVISION 

Maryland Hunt Cup winner Senior 
Senator looks to repeat his effort in last 
year’s classic for Skip Crawford and trainer 
Joe Davies. The Pennsylvania-bred will no 
longer be a surprise contender in the divi¬ 
sion, however. 

“He was on the radar, he’d been second 
in two nice races (My Lady’s Manor and 
Grand National) the year before, but it’s 
different this year,” said Davies. “It’s a 
notch or more above that. He hasn’t seen it 
much, but we’ve watched the race probably 
300 times (on video).” 

Senior Senator skipped the fall season, 
by design, and wiU make a point-to-point 
start, foUowed by the Grand National April 
22 and then the Hunt Cup a week later.

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Just 7, the son of Domestic Dispute is 
eligible to improve with experience-at rac¬ 
ing and life. He developed a reputation for 
dropping jockeys before his flat races with 
trainer Flint Stites, and was disqualified 
from his Hunt Cup prep for nearly veering 
off course and bothering two horses late 
in the race. 

All went well in the Hunt Cup, which 
will be run for the 121st time this year, and 
Senior Senator put on a jumping clinic over 
the race’s final mile. He spent the winter tip¬ 
ping over and went foxhunting a few times. 

“Knock on wood, he’s doing great,” 
said Davies. “He’s a little bit more mature 
than he was last year at this time. By the 
Hunt Cup he was quite composed so 


hopefuUy we can pick up from there and 
see how it goes.” 

Other Hunt Cup hopefuls look familiar. 
Guts For Garters (Ire) eyes his fifth spin 
around the 4-mile, 22-fence course. Now 
14, he won in 2014, finished second twice 
and third once for trainer Sanna Neils on. 
Third last year. Drift Society (Ire) could 
return for Fisher while others among the 
20 early nominations include 2015 win¬ 
ner Raven’s Choice, 2013 timber cham¬ 
pion Foyle, plus Hunt Cup veterans Serene 
Harbor, Imperial Way and And the Eagle 
Flys. 

Off the Hunt Cup path, but tim¬ 
ber forces nevertheless, are 2016 divi¬ 
sion champion Two’s Company (Ire) and 


stakes winners Ebanour (Ire), Le Chevalier 
and Grand Manan. All would have major 
dates at the Virginia Gold Cup and/or the 
Iroquois on their schedules. 

NEW VENUES 
KICK START SPRING 

The bad news last fall? Organizers of 
the Stoneybrook Steeplechase in Raeford, 
N.C., were closing their gates. The good 
news? Potential new race meets percolated 
in Charleston, S.C., and Tryon, N.C. 

Fast forward to spring and both events 
came to be, joining a spring NS A calendar 
with 16 other stops to minimize the loss of 
Stoneybrook. The traveling circus began at 
its traditional starting point in Aiken, S.C., 
March 25 and will end at its traditional 
finish line in Fair H ill , Md., May 27. The 
Steeplechase at Charleston, on the revived 
course at Stono Ferry in Hollywood, S.C., 
jumped into Stoneybook’s date April 8 
with the new course at Tryon hosting 
its first meet a week later at the Tryon 
International Equestrian Center April 15. 
The latter became the new home of the 
Block House Races, which were tradition¬ 
ally held in late April. Both meets produced 
purse increases compared to their prede¬ 
cessors, and helped the spring total reach a 
predicted record of $2.7 million. 

The rest of the spring schedule looks 
familiar with all the normal stops. The 
Maryland Hunt Cup (April 29) and the 
Virginia Gold Cup (May 6) provide the 
biggest timber opportunities. Tennessee’s 
Iroquois meet again sets the bar, with 
$525,000 in total purses headlined by the 
$200,000 Iroquois itself The 3-mile Grade 
1 is paired with the Stayers Hurdle at Eng¬ 
land’s Cheltenham Festival to create the 
TW Capital Challenge offering a $500,000 
bonus to the horse that sweeps both races.

Louis Quatorze dies at 24 



L ouis Quatorze, the only 
classic winner at stud in 
the Mid-Atlantic in 2017, 
coUapsed and died while gal¬ 
loping in his paddock at Audrey 
Murray’s Murmur Farm in 
Darlington, Md., Feb 17. The 
1996 Preakness winner was 24. 

‘'He was a big, healthy 
thing,” said Murray. “Just that 
morning as I watched him 
from my window I thought 
‘God he just looks so good.’ It 
was quite a shock.” 

Louis Quatorze stood at 
Murmur Farm since the 2004 


breeding season. He entered 
stud and stood six seasons at 
Ashford Stud in Kentucky, as 
well as shuttling to Argentina 
those early years. Murray and 
her late husband Allen pur¬ 
chased the stallion in 2003 and 
resyndicated him. 

“He was fuUy syndicated,” 
said Murray. “We could have 
probably sold twice as many 
shares. The interest was unbe¬ 
lievable.” 

Multiple Grade 1-placed at 
2 and third-highest weighted 
male on the Experimental Free 


Handicap of 1995, Louis 
Quatorze got his first stakes 
win in the Preakness, defeating 
Skip Away and Editor’s Note 
while leading at every call. 
Guided by Pat Day for owners 
Georgia Hofmann, William 
Condren and Joseph Cornac- 
chia, the son of Sovereign 
Dancer won by 314 lengths and 
equaled the stakes record of 
1:53.40. That summer he won 
Saratoga’s Jim Dandy-G2, was 
second in the Travers-Gl and 
third in the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup-Gl. He ended the year in 
the Breeder’ Cup Classic-Gl, 
finishing second in a three-way 
photo with winner Alphabet 
Soup and Cigar. 

Louis Quatorze was an easy 
winner of both starts at 4, the 
Grade 3 Creme Fraiche at 
Gulfstream and Ben Ali Stakes 
at Keeneland, when forced to 
retire with an injury. From 18 
starts, he won seven times, was 
second in five and third once, 
for earnings of $2,054,434. 

At stud, Louis Quatorze has 
sired 39 stakes winners, topped 
by millionaires Repent and 
Choctaw Nation, top 3-year- 
old filly Bushfire, and Ribo 
Bobo, the leading runner by 
wins in the U.S. in 2013 after 
scoring 10 times in 11 starts 
(three in stakes company). 


From 16 crops to race, Louis 
Quatorze has sired more than 
560 winners (nearly 75 percent 
from starters) and the earners 
of more than $36.4 million. He 
was named Maryland Stallion 
of the Year in 2005 and has 
annually ranked among the 
top-10 Maryland stallions on 
the general and lifetime lists 
since moving to the state. 

Out of graded winner On 
to Royalty (by On to Glory), 
Louis Quatorze was a half- 
brother to Grade 1 winner 
Royal Indy, from the family of 
millionaire sprinter J J’sdream 
and Grade 1 winners Awesome 
Gem and Wildcat Heir, among 
others. 

Louis Quatorze bred seven 
mares in 2016 and all got in 
foal: the first was due in early 
March and the final in early 
June. Several mares were 
booked to him for 2017. 

“He was such a majestic 
horse,” said Murray. “We’d 
bring him out and show him to 
people and he would just stand 
up there like he was regal. He 
knew he won the Preakness.” 

Louis Quatorze was buried 
on the farm.

Numbers tell 
the tale of a 
healthy program

S triking a balance when it comes 
to purses —and where that money 
goes—is far more challenging that it 
was 20 years ago. 

The advent of the model that linked 
the racing industry to the casino gam¬ 
bling industry did more than bolster purse 
accounts. It increased scrutiny from state 
lawmakers and governors who struggle to 
balance budgets year after year. 

Money has been diverted from purse 
accounts and breed development funds 
in multiple states with racetrack gaming, 
including West Virginia and Pennsylvania, 
to pay for other programs. At least once a 
year in Pennsylvania, someone in Harris¬ 
burg questions the amount of money 
that goes to racing and breeding from slot 
machines, and says too much is going to 
out-of-state interests. 

Horse racing in the United States is 
an interstate business on many levels, and 
that’s magnified in the closely knit Mid- 
Atlantic region. Opportunities abound for 
owners, breeders and trainers, but from a 
political perspective such bounty has its 
drawbacks. 

Lawmakers will argue that funds stat¬ 
utorily awarded to racing from casino 
gambling are designed to foster in-state 
economic development, not regional eco¬ 
nomic development. But they often don’t 
understand the interstate dynamics of the 
industry. 

Figures compiled by the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 
and Maryland Jockey Club for 2016 indi¬ 
cate a healthy balance when it comes to 
where the money goes. This is important 
given the fact that the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred racing and breeding industry 
receives a percentage of revenue from 
casino video lottery terminals; last year the 
Thoroughbred share was roughly |40 mil¬ 
lion based on the legislated 80 percent-20 


percent split with the Standardbred indus¬ 
try. 

Of the $50,085,471 paid in Thorough¬ 
bred purses—the figure includes revenue 
from pari-mutuel as well-78.2 percent was 
paid to horses with Maryland connections. 
The percentage was even higher when it 
came to money earned by Maryland con¬ 
nections in thousands of overnight races. 

Of the $40,293,471 in purse earnings 
in overnight races at Laurel Park, Pimlico 
Race Course and the Maryland State Fair 
at Timonium, 86.4 percent went to horses 
with Maryland connections, which are 
identified as owners, breeders or trainers 
either separately or in combination. 

The statistics clearly show revenue from 
the VLT Purse Dedication Account and 
pari-mutuel wagering is being largely circu¬ 
lated in Maryland. 

Stakes earnings in Maryland in 2016 
totaled $9,792,000, with $6,251,200 derived 
from the Thoroughbred purse account. 
Horses with a Maryland connection earned 
$4,312,570, which is about 44 percent of 
the total. If the Preakness Stakes-the 
purse is split 50-50 between the horsemen’s 
purse account and MJC—is excluded, the 
amount paid to Maryland connections in 
aU 2016 stakes increases to 52 percent. 

Again, this is a healthy number if one 
considers the big picture. It’s critical for a 
stakes program to be able to attract horses 
from all over the country, or world, for that 
matter. It’s just good for business and helps 
highlight the overall racing program. 

MJC President and General Manager 
Sal Sinatra said many of Maryland’s open 
stakes are concentrated on the Preakness 
and Black-Eyed Susan Stakes programs 
in May, and they naturally attract a higher 
number of shippers. But purse account 
revenue from pari-mutuel sources far 
exceeds purses paid on the two big days. 

According to MTHA figures, $2,414,750 
was paid from the Thoroughbred purse 


account on the Preakness and Black-Eyed 
Susan cards, but the two days more than 
paid for themselves by generating more 
than $4 m illi on in purse revenue. 

“I’m really pleased with the results from 
last year,” Sinatra said. “The numbers show 
a good balance, with Maryland connec¬ 
tions benefiting from the improved racing 
and purse program on the overnight side. 
They also did very well in stakes, but it’s 
good to see quality shippers from other 
states perform well in our major races. It 
elevates the program in Maryland.” 

Revitalization of the racing program in 
the state can be attributed to more than 
money. After a decade of turmoil, stake¬ 
holders in Maryland five years ago came 
together to implement a 10-year agree¬ 
ment for the common good, albeit at the 
urging of the state legislature and former 
Gov. Martin O’Malley. The sacrifice-to- 
achieve-consensus approach has produced 
the desired results, but it hasn’t eliminated 
the need for legislative advocacy. 

As of early March, with about six weeks 
remaining in the 2017 legislative session, 
the racing industry was collectively mak¬ 
ing its case in Annapolis to avoid potential 
cuts or redirection of funds as part of the 
Budget Reconciliation and Financing Act. 
Maryland isn’t immune to budget deficits. 

A proposal by the Maryland Department 
of Legislative Services called for about 
$2.5 million of state funding for Maryland 
Racing Commission to be shifted to the 
Purse Dedication Account. 

There was a sense of optimism that the 
proposal would be defeated given the fact 
that the legislature and then-governor had 
blessed the 10-year agreement, and current 
Gov. Larry Hogan and the legislature have 
expressed support for the racing industry 
and its turnaround. It also helps that the 
MTHA, MJC, Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and other groups were on the 
same page in making their case for protec¬ 
tion of funding. 

MTHA General Counsel Alan Foreman 
noted that the loss of even $2 million 
would set back a racing program that has 
rebounded to almost 170 live racing days 
in 2017. On the breeding side, money 
and stability fueled a sharp increase in the 
number of mares bred to more than 900 
in 2016, the highest figure since the early 
2000s. 

The industry has a good story to teU, 
and the purse report prepared by the 
MTHA and MJC is further proof *

$1 million as a 3-year-old, join¬ 
ing Broad Brush and Concern. 
She was never off the board 
in seven starts, and the Man- 
fuso-bred runners combined 
for a 46 percent in-the-money 
rate, having started 122 times, 
recording 23 firsts, 20 seconds 
and 13 thirds. 

Other runners to represent 
Manfuso included stakes- 
placed Kaitain and Tizzarun- 
ner (the latter Maryland-bred 
champion 2-year-old of 2015). 

Manfuso has done just 
about everything in racing. 

He and his brother John 
'Tommy" Manfuso owned 
Laurel and Pimlico with Frank 
De Francis in the 1980s. Bob 
Manfuso was president of the 
Maryland HBPA for a time. 
He's raced and bred dozens 
of stakes winners, served six 
terms on the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association board of 
directors. He and Voss own 
and operate Chanceland Farm 
in West Friendship. 

It all began with his father, 
John Manfuso Sr., a former na¬ 
tional president of the HBPA 
and also a longtime Maryland 
owner and breeder. Manfu¬ 
so told the Maryland Eiorse in 
1988: "Racing is something 
I've been interested in all my 
life. My father had horses be¬ 
fore I was born, and I grew 
up hearing about them. My 
father was active both with 
the horsemen's group and as 
a breeder, so I came by it nat¬ 
urally." 

The first big success for 
Manfuso was with the part¬ 
nership of Fourbros Stable, 
which included his brother 
Tommy, and longtime friends, 
brothers Jeff and George Hu- 
guely.

3-year-old filly and champion 
sprinter, also secured Manfu¬ 
so his first Maryland Breeder 
of the Year award. 

Manfuso led all breeders 
of Maryland-bred runners in 
2016 by total earnings (also 
counting those bred with long¬ 
time partner Katy Voss) with 
$1,727,280, of which $1,139,720 
was amassed by Cathr 3 m So¬ 
phia. The filly became only the 
third Maryland-bred to earn 


Bob Manfuso has been 
breeding horses in Maryland 
for more than four decades, 
with a lot of success along the 
way. But it was bay filly Cath- 
ryn Sophia who notched his 
name on an exclusive list, that 
of Kentucky Oaks breeder, 
after her Grade 1 victory last 
year. The achievements of the 
3-year-old daughter of Street 
Boss, named Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year, champion 












The partnership came 
about when they purchased 
an unraced 2-year-old filly in 
1973 named Crackerfax, on 
the suggestion of trainer Ber- 
nie Bond. Crackerfax became a 
stakes winner, and her success 
launched a 20-year adventure 
for Fourbros Stable that in¬ 
cluded buying and campaign¬ 
ing another stable star. Shelter 
Half (purchased as a yearling 
in 1976 for $14,500). The son of 


Tentam won six stakes, earned 
$236,337, and had a successful 
stud career in Maryland. His 
name can be found in the ped¬ 
igree of Cathryn Sophia, as the 
sire of her third dam. Cruising 
Haven. 

Other Manfuso success¬ 
es include breeding graded 
stakes winners Admirallus 
(a half-brother to Cruising 
Haven), Royal Haven (Mary¬ 
land-bred champion older 


horse of 1997), Wood So (in 
partnership with Voss) and 
Belterra, a Kentucky-bred 
daughter of Unbridled and 
second dam of Cathr 3 m So¬ 
phia. 

Since purchasing the near¬ 
ly 200-acre Howard County 
property 1987 and creating the 
breeding and training center 
Chanceland (a name taken 
from old tax records when it 
was known as Chance Land), 


Manfuso and Voss have 
foaled, raised and/or trained 
numerous stakes winners, 
including half-brothers D C 
Dancer, winner of the Mary¬ 
land-bred Million Sprint, and 
New York-bred millionaire In¬ 
ternational Star. Approximate¬ 
ly a dozen foals are expected 
at 2017 at Chanceland. ^

With her first foal. Bob 
Manfuso's Sheave struck gold 
as the dam of 2016 Mary¬ 
land-bred Horse of the Year 
Cathryn Sophia. That was 
more than enough to earn the 
title of Maryland Broodmare 
of the Year. 

The unraced daughter of 
Horse of the Year Mineshaft 
represents three generations of 
homebreds descending from a 
mare Manfuso purchased for 
$11,500 in 1985. Named Sail¬ 
ing Leader, the daughter of 
Mr. Leader was 13 at the time, 
and in foal to Maryland stal¬ 
lion John Alden (the resulting 
foal. Raspberry Sea, became a 
modest winner). 

Manfuso bred the mare 
twice to stallions of his choos¬ 


ing-Hail Emperor, a stallion 
he helped S 3 mdicate for owner 
Frank De Francis, and Shelter 
Half, whom Manfuso cam¬ 
paigned with his brother Tom¬ 
my and the Huguely brothers 
(George and Jeff) in the name 
of Fourbros Stable. It was the 
start of a long line of stakes 
performers. 

The Hail Emperor breed¬ 
ing resulted in graded winner 
Admirallus. The Shelter Half 
cross produced a dark bay filly 
later named Cruising Haven. 

Although unraced. Cruis¬ 
ing Haven was given every 
opportunity as a broodmare, 
and hit immediately with her 
first foal. Bred to Hail Emper¬ 
or, she produced Royal Haven 
three months after Admirallus 


captured the William P. K 3 me 
Handicap-G3 at Bay Mead¬ 
ows in 1992. Royal Haven far 
surpassed the success of Ad¬ 
mirallus, earning $891,501 and 
winning five stakes over four 
seasons. He was one of the 
best sprinters of 1997, winning 
the Grade 2 Fall Highweight, 
Grade 3 Gravesend and the 
Toboggan Handicap at Aque¬ 
duct and the Grade 2 A Phe¬ 
nomenon Stakes at Saratoga. 
Early the next year he won 
Laurel's General George-G2. 

Cruising Haven delivered 
13 foals, and of her 10 start¬ 
ers, eight won, with five earn¬ 
ing six figures. Manfuso sold 
the mare in November 2002 
at Keeneland for $600,000 in 
foal to Unbridled's Song. The 


resulting colt was $2.8 million 
sales yearling Bond Street, 
whose full-brother Whistled 
sold for $1 million a year later. 

But the mare's only other 
stakes performer was Manfu- 
so's Unbridled filly Belterra, 
born in 1999, and the dam of 
Sheave. 

Bred in Kentucky, Belterra 
was undefeated at 2, captur¬ 
ing Churchill Downs' Grade 2 
Golden Rod Stakes. Never off 
the board in seven starts, she 
finished third in the Grade 1 
Ashland Stakes and Grade 2 
Bonnie Miss at 3, and was 
third in the Hurricane Bertie 
in her only start at 4. Retired to 
the broodmare band, she has 
produced 10 foals, her best 
runner the stakes-winning 
Kentucky-bred Street Sense 
filly Taketheodds. Belterra has 
been a Maryland resident 
since 2014, and produced a 
Golden Lad colt Feb. 3. 

Taketheodds, a grand¬ 
daughter of Street Cry (Ire), 
was a yearling when Man¬ 
fuso sent Sheave to another 
son of Street Cry, Street Boss. 
He chose to sell the resulting 
filly, getting $30,000 for Cath- 
ryn Sophia at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Fall Yearling sale in 
2014. 

Sheave has had three foals 
since Cathryn Sophia, all fil¬ 
lies. Two are by former Mary¬ 
land sire Bullsbay-her current 
3-year-old, the unraced Great 
Craic, and an unnamed year¬ 
ling. Her foal of 2015, by Den¬ 
man (Aus), sold for $190,000 
at the 2016 Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber sale. Sheave was bred back 
to Street Boss for this year and 
due in early April. ^ 





2016 MHBA 
Stallion of the Year: 

GREAT NOTION 



The streak has been bro¬ 
ken. Great Notion, the speedy 
son of Elusive Quality who 
entered stud at Northview 
Stallion Station in 2005, is the 
Maryland Stallion of the Year 
for the first time. In doing so 
he ends the reign of 13-time 
honoree Not For Love, with 
whom he shared the stallion 
barn for more than a decade at 
the farm in Chesapeake City. 

With nine crops of racing 
age, 17-year-old Great No¬ 
tion comes off his best season. 
His progeny earnings in 2016 
exceeded $2 million for the 
first time, and seven of his 
35 winners won stakes. He 
was Maryland's leading juve¬ 
nile sire by earnings, count¬ 
ing Maryland Juvenile Filly 
Championship winner Crab- 
cakes and multiple stakes- 
placed Anna's Bandit among 
his five winners. 

Great Notion entered stud 
after a 3-year-old season that 
included a win in Oaklawn 
Park's Southwest Stakes and 
a second in Saratoga's Grade 1 
King's Bishop. 

Undefeated at 2, he made 
a dozen starts, finished first

or second seven times, five in 
stakes, and earned $194,608. 

His first year he covered 
61 mares, resulting in 35 foals. 
Over the next few years, the 
numbers dropped-he had 16 
foals in his crops of 2008 and 
2009-but the quality of his 
offspring brought increased 
attention. His crop of 44 foals 
in 2014 was his largest, and he 
was bred to 65 mares in 2016. 

Great Notion has become 
well-known as a sire of sprint¬ 
ers, turf horses and precocious 
runners-of his 19 stakes win¬ 
ners, seven won stakes at 2. 
His most accomplished run¬ 
ner, Havelock, was one of the 
top turf sprinters in the coun¬ 
try in 2011-13, with five grad¬ 
ed stakes wins and earnings of 
$655,752. 

The stakes winners of 2016 
included 3-year-old Just Jack, 
winner of the 6-furlong How¬ 
ard M. Bender Memorial and 
twice stakes-placed, including 
the IVs-mile Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Classic, while earning 
$204,853. 

Great Notion was repre¬ 
sented by stakes winners from 
four crops: additional 3-year-

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“War Cry” on war path, 
is Kentucky Derby bound

W ith the right breeding, right 

trainer and a little luck sprinkled 
in, there’s nothing a New Jersey-bred 
can’t accomplish. At least that seems to 
be the case with Irish War Cry, who will 
set out to become the first Jersey-bred 
to win the Kentucky Derby since Caval¬ 
cade in 1934. The only other New Jersey 
bred to win the Derby was Regret, the 
1915 winner. 

In the time it took him to cover IVie 
miles (1:42.52) Feb. 4 at Gulfstream in 
the Grade 2 Holy Bull Stakes, Irish War 
Cry went from a relatively unknown 
3-year-old to one of the early favorites 
for the Kentucky Derby. In fact, until 
McCraken won the Sam F. Davis Stakes 
at Tampa Bay Downs a week later, 

Irish War Cry was ranked No. 1 in the 
NTRA’s poll of 3-year-olds. The ranking was well-deserved as he not only won the Holy Bull by 3y4 
lengths for the team of jockey Joel Rosario and trainer Graham Motion, but thrashed the 2-year- 
old champion Classic Empire in the process. Classic Empire was third and exited the race with a 
foot problem. 



Irish War Cry broke alertly and Rosario took him right to the lead. He was in front by a length 
after a half-mile had gone in a comfortable :47.92 and extended his advantage from there. At 
the eighth-pole, he was 3V2 lengths in front and the race was, for all practical purposes, over. 
Gunnevera, the winner of the Grade 3 Delta Jackpot, was second best. 



“I couldn’t have predicted him beating the 2-year-old champion the way he did, but I certainly 
had confidence in him,” Motion said. “He was working well coming into the race. What you saw 
in the Holy Bull was pretty straightforward. My only instruction to Joel was to make sure he was 
settled because he was pretty sharp in his previous race and I blame that on myself He had quite 
a lot of time between his first and second race and he was pretty sharp that day. My only concern 
was that he settled and he did that nicely and he won pretty comfortably.”

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His owner and breeder, Isabella de Tomaso, the daughter of 
Monmouth Parks first President, Amory L. Haskell, was a bit 
less confident coming into the race. “I was hoping he would 
finish third,” she admitted. 

Irish War Cry, a homebred son of Curlin out of the Polish 
Numbers mare Irish Sovereign, was undefeated in two starts 
prior to the Holy Bull, but neither win was accomplished 
against anywhere near the best of the division. After winning 
a maiden race at Laurel, he won the Marylander Stakes by a 
mere nose. Originally, Motion was going to race him in the 
Sam R Davis at Tampa, but called an audible. 

“The more I looked at the two races I felt the Sam Davis 
was going to be equally competitive as the Holy Bull, and that 
turned out to be so,” Motion said. “I didn’t see any advantage 
to waiting a week and shipping to Tampa.” 

While winning the Kentucky Derby is obviously the 
No. 1 goal. Motion knows that the Haskell is a very important 
race to de Tomaso. Her father had many good horses, but 
never a top 3-year-old colt and never won the race that would 
eventually be named after him. 


“I had considered skipping the Derby and just pointing 
for the Haskell,” Motion said. “All joking aside, as an owner 
she’s been such a pleasure to train for. I’ve had horses for Mrs. 
de Tomaso for four, five years and she has never asked me 
to do anything. She’s always left it up to me and for that I’m 
extremely grateful. Without a doubt the Haskell is a race she’d 
love to run in and we’ll be pointing him for it.” 

The de Tomaso-Motion team had more to cheer about a 
week later as Irish War Cry’s half-brother, Irish Strait, finished 
third at 19-1 in the Tampa Bay Stakes-G3 at Tampa Bay 
Downs. Irish Strait is a 5-year-old gelding by English Channel. 

While Irish War Cry cannot possibly solve all the problems 
the New Jersey breeding industry is going through, he is, at 
the very least, something to root for. It’s also possible that a 
Kentucky Derby win by him and the attention that would 
receive could wake up the state’s politicians to the plight of 
the racing and breeding industry. Many believe Smarty Jones’ 
success was a huge part of getting casinos at the Pennsylvania 
tracks. 

Stay tuned.

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President’s 

message 


W ell, my first Awards Dinner as Pres¬ 
ident is behind me now, and I am 
certainly glad of that. I must admit to be¬ 
ing a bit rattled on the evening of Feb. 
11, the night of our event. A lot of work 
went into getting to this point, and it was 
well rehearsed in my mind. However, it 
didn’t exactly follow the strict format of 
my imagination but I think it turned out 
pretty good, anyway. Thank you all who 
were able to attend and to those who 
sponsored others to attend in your place. 


The highlight of this year’s event was 
our guest speaker, retired Hall of Fame 
jockey Chris McCarron. Chris rode some 
of the best horses of his generation. He 
won the Kentucky Derby, Preakness and 
Belmont twice, though not all in the 
same year, and every other prestigious 
race there was to win. He defeated Cigar 
with Alphabet Soup; he won back-to-back 
Breeders’ Cup Classics on Tiznow, and pi¬ 
loted John Henry to six wins out of nine 
starts at the age of 9. After 28 years of rac¬ 
ing, he retired. 

Chris talked about his racing career 
and his decision to end it. He addressed 
his observations of the backside faults 
and abuse of horses treated with drugs to 
keep them running through injuries and 
pain instead of giving them time off to 


heal. This common custom not only put 
the horses’ lives in jeopardy by increasing 
the risk of breakdowns, but the jockeys 
riding them, as well. Although rules and 
reforms regarding such practices have 
transpired since his retirement in 2002, 
Chris noted their insufficiency. 

Chris advocates for running horses 
without the administration of race-day 
medication and shock wave therapy. He 
encouraged the audience to join the 
group W.H.O.A.-Water, Hay, Oats Alli¬ 
ance. The organization is comprised of 
individuals like you and me who support 
the passage of federal legislation to pro¬ 
hibit the use of performance-enhancing 
drugs in the sport of horse racing and the 
formation of a unified governing body.

He wasn’t the only Hall of Famer in the 
room, however.

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Within 365 days of foaling 
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PA Bred: Unique Bella a Starlet

Unique Bella has turned heads from 
her beginnings as a foal at Brushwood 
Farm in Malvern, and now serves notice 
as the prohibitive favorite for the Kentucky 
0aks-G1. The flashy gray filly has been 
so commanding in her four victories that 
many believe she should take on the colts 
in the Kentucky Derby-G1 instead of stay¬ 
ing against her own gender. 

Two more months will tick past before 
that decision must be made. Unique Bella 
is Triple Crown nominated, but is also more 
likely to stay against other fillies on the 
wishes of her trainer, Jerry Hollendorfer. In 
contrast, however, stablemate and fellow 
standout filly Songbird was never nominated 
to face the boys in the Run for the Roses, 
and Hollendorfer’s assistant trainer Dan 
Ward noted that there is physically no com¬ 
parison between the two at the same point 
in their careers. 

"Unique Bella is bigger and stronger, 
much more like a colt,” he said. 

That’s not to take anything away from 
Songbird, a two-time Eclipse Award winner 
and nearly two-time Breeders’ Cup winner. 
The daughter of Medaglia d’Oro has won 11 
of 12 starts, including the 14 Hands Winery 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies-GI in 2015, 
then missed by a nose in the Longines 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff-GI last year. She has 
earned $3,712,000 through 2016, and is 
gearing up for a 2017 campaign. 

While Songbird won three of her Grade 
1 races as a juvenile. Unique Bella didn’t 
even break her maiden until November. She 



was always oversized, even as a foal, said 
Brushwood’s bloodstock manager Reiley 
McDonald. “She was a nice big foal, and was 
always quite pretty all the way through the 
time she was sold as a yearling," he said. 

During the 2015 Keeneland September 
Yearling Sale, Unique Bella brought a final bid 
of $400,000 from Liliana Solari and Carlos 
Heller’s Don Alberto Corp. “I was always puz¬ 
zled as to why she didn’t light more people 
up,” McDonald mused. "She’s a big, rangy, 
two-turn filly with a huge shoulder, great 
length, and strong hip. She actually looked 
like a huge bargain then when the Don 
Alberto people bought her, but she’s a much 
bigger bargain now.” 

Unique Bella sports a royal pedigree, 
being by Tapit and out of Breeders' Cup 
Ladies Classic-GI winner Unrivaled Belle. 

The $1,854,706-earner was purchased by 
Brushwood for $2.8 million in 2011 and 
bred to Medaglia d’Oro the next year. While 
in the sales ring. Unrivaled Belle acted up so 
badly she had to be led away as the bidding 
continued on without her. Her retirement was 
necessitated when she flipped in the pad-

dock at Belmont Park prior to a race and 
broke her withers. Unique Bella has made 
training difficult by inheriting her mother’s 
antics. 

“Not only are the Tapits high strung,” 
Ward explained, “but her mother was, 
too. Unique Bella is settling down now, 
but that’s with schooling her seven days 
a week. It takes work, but she’s getting 
better and better. She’s a sweetheart in 
the stall, but she can be upset by things 
happening outside, like if people pick up 
and drag a garbage can. But if she gets 
stirred up, I just go in there with her and 
she settles right down really nicely." 

After impressing dockers in the 
morning. Unique Bella was a heavy favorite 
for her debut, June 23 at Santa Anita. She 
broke slowly, was forced wide, and eventu¬ 
ally settled for second behind 9-1 upsefter 
Chalon. She did not resurface until Novem¬ 
ber at Del Mar, and put on a procession, 
running away to win by 1014 lengths in a 
6 X 2 furlong maiden contest. The ease and 
brilliance with which Unique Bella broke 
her maiden placed her squarely on the top 
of many Oaks watch lists. 

Unique Bella surprisingly did not 
go off favored in her sophomore debuf, 
the $200,000 Santa Ynez Stakes-G2 at 
Santa Anita in January. That honor went 
to Shane's Girlfriend, runaway winner 
of the $400,000 Delta Downs Princess 


$takes-G3 by 1314 lengths. Unique Bella 
effortlessly cruised past that rival and 
crushed the field once again, winning the 
7-furlong race by 7)4 lengths under Mike 
$mith. 

Only four fillies would start in the 
$200,000 Las Virgenes $takes-G2 
Feb. 5, as few wanfed fo try Unique Bella, 
although one was Breeders' Cup cham¬ 
pion and 2016 Eclipse Award-winning 
2-year-old filly Champagne Room, making 
her 2017 debut. Both the competition 
and the one mile distance-Unique Bella’s 
first try around two turns-were cause for 
concern, but Smith had his charge leading 
by 5 lengths at the top of fhe sfrefch, and 
they went on to score by 8 % lengths, with 
Champagne Room finishing third. 

Fler march continued in the $100,000 
$anta Ysabel Stakes-G3 March 4, a race 
that drew seven runners but was reduced 
to a field of six wifh the scratch of Nofed 
and Quoted. Unique Bella broke slowly 
from the rail, bulled her way between 
horses to take the lead around the first 
turn, and had a few tense moments in the 
stretch as Grade 1 winner Abel Tasman 
threatened, but ultimately drew away to 
win. Jockey $mith admitted after the race, 
“I was extremely anxious," but added that 
Unique Bella’s “extreme, superior talent” 
sets her apart from the competition.

Unique 
Bella has four wins in five starts for earn¬ 
ings of $342,400.8he makes Brushwood 
$fable proud every time she goes to the 
track. “It’s always great to see horses you 
had something to do with perform af fhe 
highest levels," McDonald said. “It’s great 
to even win a race with a horse you've 
bred or raced, but to have a filly that’s 
become this good? Fingers crossed she 
can go on and win the Oaks.” 

Betty Moran's Brushwood has since 
sold Unrivaled Belle, who topped the 2016 
Keeneland November 3ale with a bid of 
$3.8 million from Mandy Pope. The Don 
Alberto Corp. were the immediate under¬ 
bidders, hoping to obtain more members 
of the family. Unrivaled Belle, who pro¬ 
duced a Malibu Moon filly in 2015, and 
was barren in 2016, foaled a Tapit filly in 
January and will visif fhaf sfallion for fhe 
third time in 2017. 

“It was a business decision," Mc¬ 
Donald said of selling Unrivaled Belle. 

“3he was the highest-priced horse sold in 
America last year.” 

Although he is excited about Unique 
Bella’s prospects this spring, McDonald 
is too wise a horseman not to temper his 
enthusiasm. “I always say, one race at a 
time,” he cautioned. “But I’d like to see 
what comes beyond the Kentucky Oaks.”

Irish War Cry stamped himself 
as one of the early Kentucky 
Derby favorites when he remained 
undefeated by capturing the Holy 
Bull Stakes-G2 at Gulfstream Park 
Feb. 4- Trained by the SCTOBA guest 
speaker at our January banquet, Graham 
Motion, Irish War Cry broke on top 
and never looked back, cruising home a 
3%-length winner. He left 2016 2-year- 
old Eclipse champion Classic Empire 
in his wake. Irish War Cry learned his 
early lessons at Webb Carroll and Travis 
Durr’s Webb Carroll Training Center. 

Kitten’s Cat, a graduate of the same 
program, was the appropriate victor in 
the Kitten’s Joy Stakes on the same card. 
In a prolonged duel, the son of Kitten’s 
Joy proved best by a head. Even though 
this race was on the grass, the owners, 
Ken and Sarah Ramsey, always have the 
Kentucky Derby on their minds!

November, had seconds in two other 
stakes (including a hard-fought nose 
miss to Irish War Cry in the Marylander 
at Laurel Park in December) before 
finding the winner’s circle again in 
Laurel’s Miracle Wood Stakes Feb. 18. 

Once again, O Dionysus showed the 
ability to sit back and come home with a 
powerful kick. While sixth early on, he 
switched gears approaching the stretch 
and drew off to win by 3 lengths. This 
3-year-old colt also is a product of the 
Webb Carroll Training Center in St. 
Matthews. 

Chanel’s Legacy won the Dixie Belle 
Stakes at Oaklawn Park Jan. 21. Third 
through the early stages while close to 
the pace, she showed her superiority 
in the final quarter-mile to win by 2H 
lengths. She returned Feb. 11, stretched 
out to a mile in Oaklawn’s Martha 
Washington Stakes, and won again. 


Stalking the early leader, she took 
over in the second turn and came 
home IVz lengths in front. This 
filly is a product of Cary Frommer’s 
yearling breaking program in Aiken. 

Also firmly entrenched on the 
Kentucky Oaks trail is Farrell. 

Winner of the Golden Rod 
Stakes-G2 at Churchill Downs in 
November, she launched her 3-year- 
old campaign coming home first in 
the Silverbulletday Stakes at the Fair 
Grounds Jan. 21. While racing in the 
three-path, she took the lead turning 
for home and pulled away to score 
by 2% lengths. Farrell was a student 
at Franklin “Goree” Smith’s Elloree 
Training Center. 

Tapa Tapa Tapa has her connections 
dreaming Oaks. She led gate-to-wire at 
Tampa Bay in the Suncoast Stakes Feb. 
11, winning by 3 lengths. Donna Freyer 
had this filly under her care at Custom 
Care Equine during the breaking process. 
With this 1-mile and 40-yard win under 
her belt (in a stellar time of 1:39.91, less 
than a second off the track record), a 
longer distance should not be an issue. 

Another graded stakes winner coming 
out of South Carolina was Dickinson. 
This mare received her early lessons 
from Tim Jones, head of the Darley 
operation in Aiken. With a tremendous 
stretch run, she recorded her initial 
stakes victory in the Grade 3 Suwannee 
River at Gulfstream Park Feb. 11. Fifth 
at the top of the stretch, she found a 
path on the inside and went on to win 
by 114 lengths.

Washington, DC Lawyer Amy Moore’s Quest To Reach The Winners Circie in Retirement

Amy Moore is a 1983 graduate of the University 
of Virginia School of Law. Like many new law school 
graduates, she clerked for a judge on the federal 
court of appeals for a year from 1983-84, then joined 
Covington and Burley in 1984. She remained at the 
Washington, DC firm for thirty years until she retired 
in the fall of 2016. Moore always has had a passion for 
horses and now in retirement, is finally able to act on 
that lifelong passion. 

“1 rode hunters and ponies as a child and teenager,” 
she recalled. “Friends I rode with have pinhooked. 

I galloped at a track one summer. 1 broke horses at 
Southern Pines. I always had lots exposure to horses.” 

Moore always wanted to own thoroughbreds and that 
quest is now a reality, though it began a couple years 
before her actual retirement. 

If you look up the stats of a 4 year old filly named 
Queen Caroline, you’ll find that 2016 was quite a year 
for both horse and owner. Out of the Forestry mare 
Queens Plaza, Moore purchased the 4 year old daughter of 
Blame for $170,000 as a yearling at the Keeneland September 
sale in 2014. 

“I was looking for a filly with enough pedigree that if she 
found success on the track, I could breed her in retirement and 
sell the offspring.” Moore went to that Keeneland sale with a 
$150,000 budget, but ended up spending a bit more than she 
had planned. “Queen Caroline was at the top of my list, and 
after I reached my budget limit, someone else bid $160,000.1 
finally got her for $170,000.” 

Moore selected Michael Matz to train Queen Caroline, 
and after a pair of disappointing tenth and sixth place finishes 
as a two year old, her fortunes changed for the better as a 
sophomore. She put together back to back runner-up efforts 
at Gulfstream and Keeneland to kick off 2016, then a change 
of scenery helped put her over the top. She captured a maiden 
special weight race at Pimlico on the 2016 Preakness Day card, 
then reeled off three straight stakes wins. 

The streak kicked off with the inaugural running of the 
Nellie Mae Cox Stakes for Virginia-breds last June at Pimlico. 


“That win was very exciting but it wasn’t a total surprise,” said 
Moore. “The horse had always trained well; she just didn’t run 
well for a period of time.” 

From there, Matz entered Queen Caroline in a pair of 
listed stakes at Indiana Grand and came away with victories in 
both. She won the $100,000 TaWee Stakes July 20th by three- 
quarters of a length and the $200,000 Indiana Grand Stakes 
September 7th by one length. Both stakes featured a field of 
ten horses. Moore attended both in person and was almost 
surprised with the run of success. “I knew we’d be competitive 
but realistically, didn’t expect to win both.” 

Unsure of how good the filly actually was, Matz decided 
to try the $500,000 Queen Elizabeth II Challenge Cup Stakes 
at Keeneland October 15th after receiving an invitation to 
compete in the Grade I event. “It was flattering in itself to 
receive that invite,” said Moore. “The stakes at Indiana were 
both listed, so the Keeneland race gave us a chance to see how 
Queen Caroline could fare against top flight company.” 

She tracked the pace early in the Grade I and was still a 
close third in the far turn but faded in the stretch and lost

by 14 lengths. Since then, Queen Caroline got a couple 
well deserved months off and is back training now at Palm 
Meadows, where Matz is based. For the immediate future, 
shes been nominated to a couple stakes in April and is being 
pointed toward the Grade 3 Gallorette Handicap at Pimlico, 
which could mean a second straight appearance on the 
Preakness Day card. 

Another purchase at the same ‘14 Keeneland sale did not 
materialize as hoped. “1 purchased a yearling filly by Awesome 
Again, two days after I purchased Queen Caroline,” said 
Moore. “1 named her Beginner s Luck, but that name turned 
out to be ironic. She developed ankle trouble and never made 
it to the races. 1 sold her as a broodmare prospect in January 
of this year.” 

There’s more to Moore’s equine retirement than just owning 
and racing — - she has also been pinhooking for the last two 
years. “My long-term goal is to race fillies and retire them 
to breed, but it takes a while to implement that plan. 1 want 
to have horses on the farm in the meantime. I bought four 
weanlings in 2015 and sold three as yearlings in 2016,” added 


Moore. “One of the three, a Pioneerof the Nile filly, sold very 
well. 1 bought her for $150,000 in November 2015 and sold 
her (through Bluegrass Thoroughbred Services as agent) for 
$330,000 in September 2016. The other two didn’t sell as well, 
but the venture was profitable overall.” 

“The fourth weanling I bought in 2015, a filly by Exchange 
Rate, I decided to keep to race. She is a very athletic filly with 
a quirky personality. 1 named her For Kicks -—if you want to 
know why, try to pick up her back foot, but don’t stand behind 
her while you do it!” 

For Kicks was broken this fall by Jeff Murphy, who has a 
training stable down the road from Moore in Clarke County, 
Virginia. “When the weather turned cold 1 sent her to Randy 
Bradshaw in Ocala, and she is in training with Randy now,” 
said Moore. “She is a big filly who will take some time to 
develop, but 1 hope she might be ready to race this summer or 
fall.” 

Moore bought eight more weanlings and short yearlings 
in November 2016 and January and February 2017, and she 
plans to sell them this summer or fall. “Eventually I would like 
to have six or eight broodmares, but that is a long-term goal. 

I don’t envision having a large breeding operation on South 
Gate Earm, but 1 find that horses tend to accumulate regardless 
of what plans one makes.” 

Moore purchased the South Gate Farm in Clarke County 
from Pug and Susie Hart. While at that 2014 Keeneland sale, 
she asked the sales office if they could recommend a vet for her 
to use. “They introduced me to Dr. Pug Hart, who happened 
to be there, and I ended up buying their farm in Virginia 
shortly after.” Interestingly, Queen Caroline was bred nearby 
at Morgan’s Ford Farm in Front Royal, Virginia. “I went to 
Lexington to buy a thoroughbred yearling and ended up 
getting one that was bred ten miles from the farm 1 bought in 
Virginia.” 

Moore is a native of Raleigh, North Carolina, where her 
father taught English at North Carolina State University. 

She resided in Alexandria while working professionally for 
three decades. Asked why she chose to remain in Virginia 
and pursue her equine endeavors here, she replied, “It’s a 
wonderful place to raise horses. Here in Clarke County, we 
have limestone soil that is the equal of any in Kentucky, and 
rolling terrain that gives young thoroughbreds a chance to 
develop their bones and muscles. Virginia has produced a 
number of great horses--Secretariat, Sword Dancer, Pleasant 
Colony, and Cicada come to mind, as well as more recent stars 
like Stellar Wind--and the state has a rich tradition of racing 
and breeding.”

After a brief freshening, the iightiy 
raced 4-year-oid gray/roan son of 
Fiber Sonde out of Ghost Canyon, by 
indian Chariie, appears to have 
matured in both height and girth. 


The breeder of Buiiets Fever and 
owner of Fiber Sonde, John D. 

McKee, verified my perception of 
the muitipie stakes winner from his 
customary iocation on the raii during 
morning training hours. 

"He iooks physicaiiy outstanding 
and barring any setbacks, i think has 
the abiiity to stretch his naturai 
speed beyond his on-going comfort 
zone of sprinting," said McKee. 

The coit's past performances 
define the versatiiity and briiiiance of 
David Raims'West Virginia-bred 
champion. 

Buiiets Fever won the 4y2-furiong 
Coin Coiiector Stakes in 51.82 
seconds and the Robert Leavitt 
Memoriai at 7 furiongs in 1:24.04; 
both exceptionai times at those 
distances, and conciuded 2016 with 
a score in the West Virginia Lottery 
Breeders Ciassic. 

His fuii brother, iocai fan favorite 
Hidden Canyon, aiso accounted for 
the Robert Leavitt Memoriai and 


West Virginia Lottery Breeders Ciassic 
(both 2013) during his own steiiar 
career, in which he finished in the 
top three in 14 of his 15 career starts 
through iast year.

Handicappers, fans and 
horsemen needed oniy to take a 
giimpse at their program to reaiize 
the 4-year-oid bay fiiiy's dam was 
the spiendid runner Carnivai 
Chrome.

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I had been forewarned, that like 
her multiple stakes-winning mother, 
this strikingly attractive lass could be 
temperamental on occasion. 

From my vantage point, near the 
paddock railing, it was obvious that 
odds of 6-5 were merited. 

Clown Question's carriage was 
that of a boxer before a 
heavyweight fight; refined 
aggression united with explosive 
force. 

Owned by her breeder, Michael 
Miller, and trained by David Walters, 
all questions were immediately 
answered when the latch opened 
and Clown Question darted to the 
lead, leaving all adversaries in her 
wake to win by 274 lengths. 

The time of the race wasn't 
particularly menacing, but I have 
found that time is only important if 
you are serving it!

Owner Mark Russell knows the 
value of a good horse (Russell Road) 
and applies sound logic to his 
horses' conditioning and hiatus 
programs. 

When he campaigned the 
second-leading West Virginia-bred 
of all time, Mark had a formula that 
ideally suited his $2 million earner. 

"After a season of competition, 
Russell Road enjoyed his time at the 
farm. His tremendous desire to 
compete seemed to help him 
maintain a level of proper fitness, 
unlike my current runner. Charitable 
Annuity," said Russell. 

Bumping into Mr. Russell at the 
CTHBRA office, he casually 
mentioned that horses are 
individuals and one system doesn't 
apply to them all. 

Russell went on to elaborate on 
that subject. 

"I gave Charitable Annuity a little 
break this winter, but you have to be 
careful with this guy. He is more laid 
back and could easily pack on the 
pounds if not closely watched." 

Speaking of the son of Charitable 
Man, his third-place showing in the 
$75,000 John B. Campbell Stakes at 
Laurel Park was honorable, and 
boosted his career earnings to 
$666,290. 

It may be too soon for owner 
Mark Russell and trainer James W. 
Casey to utter the unmistakable 


words of "passing the torch," but this 
handsome winner of the 2015 West 
Virginia Breeders Classic is definitely 
writing his own chapter in West 
Virginia Thoroughbred racing lore.

Spanish 
Moss is one of nearly 40 foals in his 
first West Virginia-sired crop.

Irv Naylor’s Eelipse Award ehampion Rawnaq won last year’s Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois and had his sights on the Stayers’ Hurdle, but a soft- 
tissue injury sidelined him in January. 

The Iroquois-Cheltenham Challenge was launehed last year with Brown 
Advisory as its title sponsor. Miehael Hankin, a National Steepleehase 
Assoeiation board member and a prominent horse owner, is ehief exeeu- 
tive of the international investments firm. 

Andrew Byrd, TVV Capital’s founder and president, said the Challenge 
has elevated the sport aeross borders and eontinents in a way that truly 
eonneets Irish and UK raeing with the best of Ameriean Steepleehasing.

In Memoriam 



DR. G.G. MEREDITH 

Dr. George Gibson “Gibby” Meredith, a 
longtime veterinarian at farms and race¬ 
tracks in Maryland, Delaware and Penn¬ 
sylvania, and a Thoroughbred owner and 
breeder, died Feb. 2, one day shy of his 
96th birthday. 

The University of Maryland graduate 
got his veteriniary degree at the University 
of Pennsylvania in 1945, and recalled in a 
letter he wrote about his life the accelerated 
program through veterinary school with 
the Army Specialized Training Program. 
''The four-year curriculum was completed 
in less than three years by operating six 
days a week, taking off only Christmas and 
New Year’s.” 

Meredith was born and raised in Cen- 
treville, Md., and went to the same elemen¬ 
tary school as Hall of Fame trainer Frank 
Whiteley and veterinarian John D. Gadd. "I 
counted two Hall of Fame trainers among 
my clients, Thomas J. Kelly and Frank 
Whiteley, both of whom were lifelong 
friends.” 

With his wife Jayne, whom he "met 
in the fifth grade” and married in 1943, 


Meredith purchased a 50-acre farm in 
1947 in Kingsville, Md., they named Merry 
Acres and opened a equine veterinary prac¬ 
tice. He remained in practice for 35 years 
and counted Northern Dancer and Kelso 
among his patients. 

The Merediths bred horses at their 
Kingsville farm for 37 years, and at one 
point operated a second farm —Cedar 
Lane, also in Kingsville-where they stood 
the stallions Ambernash, Be Somebody 
and Trojan Monarch. On a modest bud¬ 
get, the Merediths bred a string of stakes 
performers, mostly from Self Control, a 
broken down racehorse they purchased 
for $2,500 in 1962 on the recommenda¬ 
tion of her trainer, Toughy Hacker. In 
the March 1972 Maryland Horse Meredith 
told Snowden Carter, "[Hacker] called me 
up one night after she broke down and 
asked me if I’d be interesting in buying a 
Better Self mare cheap. Tell you the truth, 
I bought her before I even realized how 
much black type she had in her pedigree.” 

Self Control remained with the 
Merediths throughout her breeding career, 
producing two stakes winners, the first the 


fiUy Dun-Cee. Sold by the couple at Keene- 
land as a weanling, she went on to win the 
1967 Ashland Stakes. The Merediths failed 
to sell Self Control as broodmare in 1965 
at Keeneland and brought her home. She 
went on to produce five more foals, includ¬ 
ing stakes winner Controlled Landing, 
whom the couple raced themselves after 
the fiUy failed to be accepted for yearling 
sales at Keeneland and Saratoga. The 
remarkable daughters of Self Control, aU 
bred by the Merediths, can be found 
behind the pedigrees of the likes of Hall 
of Famer Open Mind, Canadian Horse of 
the Year Peaks and Valleys, Irish champion 
Pharaoh’s Delight, multiple Grade 1-win¬ 
ning millionaire Excellent Meeting and 
such graded winners as Groovy Feeling, 
Doneraile Court and Souvenir Copy. 

The Merediths attended 50 consecu¬ 
tive Preaknesses and numerous Kentucky 
Derbies, traveled to France for the Prix de 
I’Arc de Triomphe and spent their latter 
lives together at Blakehurst Retirement 
home. Jayne passed away in June 2010. 
They had two sons, George Meredith, who 
survives them, and the late Dr. Donald 
Meredith, a small animal veterinarian 
whose career included a stint as editor of 
The Horsemen's Journal^ publicity director at 
Laurel, and for a time manager of Merry 
Acres Farm. He died at age 59 in 2005. 

BILLWHITESCARVER 

William "BiU” Whites carver, who designed 
and launched the backstretch pension plan 
for Maryland Thoroughbred horsemen in 
1987, died Feb. 6. He was 81. 

A United States Army veteran, the 
Baltimore County resident was educated at 
the University of Baltimore. He served as 
vice president of investments for Chapin 
Davis Inc., a financial services firm in 
Baltimore, and was a member of the 
company’s board of directors. Up until his 
death. Whites carver continued to manage 
the investments of the MTHA pension 
plan which was created to provide retire¬ 
ment income to backstretch workers as a 
supplement to Social Security. 

For almost 30 years Whitescarver and 
his wife, Connie, regularly spent time 
at Laurel Park, Pimlico and the Bowie 
Training Center to discuss the pension 
plan with those on the backstretch during 
tax season. 

Connie was responsible for signing 
up members of the horsemen’s pension 
plan, which earned her the nickname "The 
Pension Lady,” and was also a horse owner. 
She died in August 2015.

Pleasant Tap: Buckland runner close to doing it ail 


In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

P leasant Tap was an Eclipse Award 
winner, earned $2.7 million, won mul¬ 
tiple Grade 1 stakes, was classic- 
placed and started in four Breeders’ Cup 
races. An enviable career, yet one scattered 
by memorable misses in four years of 
competition, leading to a few “what ifs.” 

Bred and campaigned by Thomas Mel¬ 
lon Evans’ Buckland Farm and a son of 
Evans’ homebred dual classic winner Plea¬ 
sant Colony, Pleasant Tap was a big bodied 
bay colt who seemingly could do it all. He 
was precocious enough to break his maid¬ 
en going 7 furlongs at 2 in Santa Anita’s 
Sunny Slope Stakes. His next start was the 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl, but he finished 
in midpack in his first start beyond a mile. 

Multiple graded-placed early his 3-year- 
old season, he surprised when running 
third in the Kentucky Derby at more than 
40-1. Sent to Pimlico for the Preakness, he 
turned in a mind-blowing 5-furlong work 
of :57.60 four days before the race, and 
prompdy came up lame.

A recent donation to the NSLM collec¬ 
tion is a British-printed copy of The 
Hunting Diary and Guide, 1930-31 . The 
entries were made by a young lady named 
Jane Walker Stevenson, who rode in and 
around Middleburg. Jane was 11 years old 
in 1931, and was quite the accomplished 
rider, foxhunting with the Orange County 
Hounds and riding with friends from 
Foxcroft School. 

Jane’s entries are both charming and 
opinionated. “Nancy and Barbara Iselin, 
Louise DUlworth came over on ponies,” 
she notes in her entry on Friday, March 6, 
1931. “Played hide & seek on ponies. 
Barby fell off and I was going to lead 



Pleasant Tap returned that faU, run¬ 
ning up to IV 2 miles (in the Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl, where well beaten against 
older runners), before returning to the 
winner’s circle for the 7-furlong Grade 2 
Malibu in December. Surprisingly Pleasant 
Tap wouldn’t win another stakes for 16 
months-and 11 starts-later, although 
he was graded stakes-placed four times, 
including a second in the 1991 Breeders’

His next stakes win came in Keeneland’s 
Commonwealth Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3 
at 7 furlongs in April 1992, the start of an

horses apples.” 

The following day, Jane was out with 
Orange County, starting from the No. 18 
School House in Marshall, and cutting 
across country to Rectortown, some five 
miles away. “I was so mad at Nancy Smith,” 
writes Jane, “she said she was such a great 
rider and nonsence [sic] and she fell off on 
a chicken coop about 3 ft. My! She can 
boast.” The episode didn’t ruin the day, 
though. “Lovely Mrs. FiUy was out and she 
*is* lovely. GREAT Day and nice,” she 
writes. 

These early writings come from a spe¬ 
cial time in Middleburg, as it enjoyed a 
golden age of riding and sporting enthusi¬ 
asm among aU age groups. An excellent 
first-hand account of Middleburg in this 
era can be found in The Way It Was: 
Middleburg in the 1920s and 1930s by 


eight-stakes streak in which he was never 
worse than second. He won next out in the 
7-furlong Churchill Downs Handicap-G3, 
and gradually stretched out-second in the 
Grade 1 Met Mile, second (by a neck to 
Strike the Gold after being blocked on the 
turn) in the IVs-mile Nassau County-G2, 
and a win in the EA-mile Grade 1 Suburban 
Handicap over Strike the Gold and 
Defensive Play. He gained late to get up for 
second in the Grade 1 Woodward, then 
followed with a career-best effort in the 
EA-mile Jockey Club Gold Cup-Gl, scor¬ 
ing by 4 V 2 lengths over Strike the Gold, 
with A.P Indy third. 

Ranked as the best horse in training 
going into the Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl, 
the Horse of the Year title was his for the 
taking. Unfortunately he came up short as 
he couldn’t reel in A.P. Indy and finished 
second. He lost out on Horse of the Year 
but was named champion older horse. 

Pleasant Tap went to stud at Buckland 
Farm in Kentucky after that race, and later 
moved to Lane’s End. He proved a success, 
with more than 50 stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing international champions and Grade 1 
winners. He died at age 23 in 2010.

After her first marriage ended in divorce, 
she returned to Middleburg, eventually 
marrying Nelson McClary and she rode 
again with the Orange County Hounds. 
She wrote regularly for Middleburg Life and 
published over a dozen works of fiction 
and non-fiction.

Looking Back 


25years ago 

B Virginia native Mason Grasty was the 
man in charge of Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 
auction sales in Maryland, and in less than 
two years improvements could be seen in 
the Timonium sales pavilion, and with the 
creation of a new, locally based board of 
directors. Grasty was not new to the 
auction scene—he was at one time a 
partner in the largest commercial horse 
operation in Louisiana, and was 
instrumental in forming Fasig-Tipton’s 
Louisiana sales division before coming to

10 years ago 

B Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred caught up with 
longtime horseman and industry leader 
Russell Jones less than two years after he 
and his brother Richie sold their Walnut 
Green Farm in Unionville, Pa., a leading 
breeding and sales operation they owned 
for nearly three decades. 

The 71-year-old remained an advisor 
to former trainer and prominent blood¬ 
stock agent Mark Reid, who led the group 
that purchased the business. 

A former jump jockey, Jones also 
continued to foxhunt and served as joint- 
Master of the Cheshire Hunt, going 
out three days a week during the winter. 
Asked about his future goals: “I’d love to 
live long enough for my children to reaUy 
worry about taking care of me. It would 
be kind of fun to shift the burden where 
they’re all calling each other saying, Vou 
won’t believe what he’s doing now.’” 

In the past decade, Jones bred the talented 
stakes-winningfilly Gracer; remained a blood¬ 
stock advisor, among his clients Union Rags’ 
breeder/owner Phyllis Wyeth; and currently 


Maryland. His recent role in the company 
was expanded, to coordinator of all Fasig- 
Tipton’s 2-year-old sales across the 
country. 

Grasty pointed out that “sales com¬ 
pany” was a misnomer. “We don’t sell 
horses. The best we can do is set the table 
and invite them to dinner: try to bring the 
consignor and buyer together at a conve¬ 
nient time.” 

B The New Jersey-bred 3-year-old Dance 
Floor ranked among the top three of his 
division (with Arazi and A.P. Indy) after 
taking the Fountain of Youth Stakes by 
4 V 2 lengths. It was the seasonal debut for 
the colt who won two graded stakes at 2 
and was named New Jersey-bred Horse 
of the Year. Racing for Oaktown Stable, 
owned by the Burrell family of MC 
Hammer fame, the son of Star de Naskra 
was trained by D. Wayne Lukas. Dance 
Floor was bred by William Purdey out of 
the Native Charger mare Dance Troupe. 

B Rollicking, one of Maryland’s 
most important sires, was pensioned 
after failing to cover his first mare of 
the season. The 25-year-old son of 
Rambunctious, who remained in good 
health, had been booked to a dozen

is a member of the Pennsylvania State Horse 
Racing Commission (Thoroughbred Breeder 
Organisation representative), appointed by Gov. 
Tom Wolf. 

B The annual review of auction results 
for Mid-Atlantic stallions and regional- 
breds was highlighted by Northview 
Stallion Station’s veteran sire Two Punch. 
Long popular at the sales, the 24-year-old 
son of Mr. Prospector was the sire of 
the most expensive weanling ($95,000 
for a colt out of PromiseviUe); yearling 
($360,000, filly out of Grand Sophisticate) 
and 2-year-old ($475,000, colt out of 
Pithy). He also led the region’s sires by 


mares. “We were guardedly optimistic,” 
said Dr. Robert Leonard, whose wife 
Nancy bred and owned the stakes winner 
and three-time Maryland leading sire. “But 
we found out that his hind legs weren’t 
strong enough to support him when he 
went to breed a mare. Rather than risk an 
injury, we decided to give the old man his 
well-deserved pension.” Rollicking joined 
another well-known Maryland stallion. 
Spring Double, in retirement at Glade 
Valley Farms in Frederick, Md. 

B Deputed Testamony’s 4-year-old 
daughter Gold Fleece, “an unusually 
pretty chestnut filly with a near-flaxen 
mane and tail” recorded her first 
stakes victory in the Grade 3 Buena 
Vista Handicap at Santa Anita. Bred 
by Lawrence Littman’s LH Stable, 
she was foaled at Bonita Farm in 
Darlington, Md., the home of her sire. 

B Also becoming a graded stakes 
winner was the 5-year-old Baederwood 
mare Wood So. Bred in Maryland by 
Bob Manfuso and her trainer, Katy 
Voss, Wood So was undefeated in 
three starts to kick off the year. Her 
recent stakes wins were the Grade 3 
Interborough on Jan. 1, and the Grade 
2 Barbara Fritchie Handicap, in which 
she defeated defending Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year Wide Country. Eclipse 
Award-winning owner John Franks 
purchased her after the Interborough. 

average for yearlings sold ($50,811, 36 
sold) and 2-year-olds ($139,846, 13 sold). 

The priciest Mid-Atlantic-bred was 
the broodmare Hookedonthefeelin, sold 
in foal to Distorted Humor for $2.9 mil¬ 
lion. The Grade 1 winner and producer, a 
^ daughter of Maryland stallion Citidancer, 

I was bred in Maryland by Country Life- 
S Flaherty-Wells LLC. The top-priced 
I 2-year-old, also bred in Maryland, was the 
colt Mercantile selling for $2 million. Dark 
Hollow Farm and Kildare Investments 
bred the son of Golden Missile out of 
Silver dew, by Silver Deputy. The Storm 
Cat filly Almoutezah, bred by Edward P. 
Evans in Virginia out of Probable Colony, 
was the most expensive yearling, pur¬ 
chased by ShadweU Estate Company for 
$2.3 m illi on. 

B The purse of the 2007 Pennsylvania 
Derby-G2 was raised to $1 million. The 
race hadn’t been run the previous year 
while construction was underway to pre¬ 
pare Philadelphia Park for slot machines. 

“The idea has always been to make the 
Pennsylvania Derby the keystone of our 
stakes program,” said Hal Handel, chief 
executive official of the track. 
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50years ago 

B Jean and Oliver Goldsmith’s stable of 
seven homebreds was off to a fabulous 
start in 1967, racking up wins at Bowie 
and Pimlico. “We race and we enjoy it,” 
Oliver acknowledged. “But our farm is 
the thing we reaUy put our heart and soul 
in. We have nine broodmares and two 
stallions at Longwood. They are to us 
more fascinating and more stimulating 
than the horses at the track.” 

The Goldsmiths were standing two 
stallions at their 260-acre Howard County 
farm: the established Prince Dare, bred 
by Jean’s late father Walter A. Edgar; and 
first-year Turn to Reason, a son of Had to 
Reason bred and raced by Hirsch Jacobs. 

The mares in residence were led by 
Sun Rondeau, dam of one of the current 
stable stars, stakes winner Uncle Willie M. 
(by Prince Dare). The mare had recently 
been bred to Turn to Reason. 

The resulting Sun Rondeau foal was the roan 
colt Teem att, a four-time stakes winner, including 
the Carter and Toboggan Handicaps, and later a 
regional sire. Turn to Reason sired a do^en stakes 
winners, the most important the Goldsmiths’ own 
Turn Capp. The dam of Goldsmith-bred stakes 
winners Capp It Off, Capp the Power and Say 
Capp, she is the third dam of champion Smoke 
Glacken and fourth dam of champion Tepin and 
millionaire Cyjack. 

B For a third straight year. Native Dancer 
was the leading Maryland stallion, his 44 
winners from 58 starters led by Kentucky

B Representatives of all Thoroughbred 
interests met in Chicago concerning steps 
to be taken to assist in the war effort. A 
statement by the Executive Committee 
of the Turf Committee of America was 
presented by chairman Herbert Bayard 
Swope: “For the first time in the history 
of the American turf, aU the elements 
comprising the sport and business have 
organized in a common effort toward the 
advance of the war program.” 

The Turf Committee of America was 
the organization of groups that included 
The Jockey Club, Thoroughbred Racing 
Association, National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association, Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association 
and National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners, as well as affiliated indus¬ 
tries and the press. The executive commit¬ 
tee included The Jockey Club chairman 
William Woodward, Major Louie A. Beard 
of Kentucky (representing the Breeders’

Derby/Preakness winner Kauai King. 
With nearly $1 million in progeny earn¬ 
ings in 1966, he ranked second nationally 
behind Bold Ruler. The famed 17-year- 
old Sagamore staUion was also a source 
of valuable sire prospects—two of the 
world’s three most expensive syndicated 
stallions were his sons Raise a Native and 
Kauai King. 

B The career of Mountain Dew was 
profiled as Janon Fisher Jr.’s gallant 
Maryland-bred gelding was aiming for his 
third Maryland Hunt Cup victory. Hav¬ 
ing never raced outside of Maryland, the 
remarkable 12-year-old son of Maryland 
sire *Hunters Moon IV was preparing for 
a seventh campaign of running in aU three 
of Maryland’s recognized spring timber 
events — the Hunt Cup, My Lady’s Manor 
and Grand National. In his 18 previous 


outings of the big three, he had never 
fallen or lost his rider (Janon Fisher III) 
and was only twice worse than third, once 
when being disqualified for cutting a flag. 

Three times in the previous five years 
Mountain Dew had faced Jay Trump in 
the Maryland Hunt Cup, and finished 
second each time. Jay Trump beat out 
Fisher’s gelding to gain possession of the 
Hunt Cup challenge trophy when he got 
his third win in the race in 1966. 

B Maryland Hunt Cup history filled the 
April issue, and included a look back at 
grandfathers, fathers and sons who rode 
in the race. The names are a who’s who of 
timber racing lore—Bonsai, Bosley, Brew¬ 
ster, Dixon, Fisher, Griswold, Merryman, 
Neils on, O’Donovan, Spencer-Janney, 
Stewart, Streett-Fisher and Watters. 


Associations) and Harry Parr III of 
Maryland (Pimlico). 

It was noted that Janon Fisher 
Jr., president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association, was named presi¬ 
dent of the “National Thoroughbred 
Breeders Committee,” formed during 
the meetings to represent each breeding 
organization and render whatever assis¬ 
tance possible. Members included H.L. 
Straus of Maryland, Arthur B. Hancock 
(Kentucky), John E. Hughes (Virginia), 
and Harry N. Isenberg (California). 
Fisher provided a detailed account 
of the entire three-day meeting in a 
“Report of the President to Members 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association.” 

B Fisher supplied a foaling update to 
editor Humphrey S. Finney, informing 
him that “on the night of the recent 
full moon that aU his overdue mares 
would foal.” Wrote Finney after his visit 
of Fisher’s The Caves: “He says a full 
moon will expedite mares. Maybe.” 


It was reported that Fisher called at 
7:30 the next morning to say that indeed, 
all four mares (two two weeks late and 
two nearly four weeks overdue) had 
indeed foaled. 

“There’s the story—and the full moon,” 
wrote Finney of the “old wives tale” he 
had given little credence. “You can take 
’em or leave ’em.” 

B As the magazine was going to press 
came word that Alfred G. Vanderbilt had 
resigned as president of Belmont Park 
and aU his other racing commitments 
prior to going into the Navy. Pimlico 
manager Matt Daiger noted that 
Vanderbilt would be “furloughed from his 
office at the head of the Maryland Jockey 
Club.” 

B Bel Air, recognized as one of the more 
progressive smaller tracks, was to undergo 
numerous improvements. Planned for the 
Maryland track was a resurfacing with a 
suitable loam, wrecking the Old Toll Gate 
store property, and widening the track’s 
main entrance.
